First Generation 


James Burris Whittle (also spelled Burrus and Burrows) 


James Burris Whittle makes his first appearance at the Virginia House of Burgesses sometime ca.1752. This 
handwritten accounting form lists him among several in Albemarle District who are receiving an allowance 
from the General Assembly for "Provisions for the Indians". Burris receives 1 Pound and 4 Shillings on July 
6th. Unfortunately, no year appears on the document. 
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The accounting form is signed by John Randolph who worked as a clerk for the General Assembly from 1753 
until 1765. Assuming James Burris Whittle was a young man of age 21 when he received this payment, we can 
estimate his birth year as somewhere between 1732 and 1744. So where did James Burris Whittle come from? 
He could be a younger brother or the first son of Matthew Whittle depending on his age. Matthew's birth year is 
ca.1720. At present there is no reliable list of Matthew's brothers and sisters. Matthew Whittle and Elizabeth 
Warren had two documented sons named John and Joseph, both born ca.1750. Proof of this is based on two 
deeds found in the Virginia Historical Society (VHS) archives. 


9 Dec 1776. Matt. Whittle, AC, to his son, Joseph Whittle, for love, 200 ac and upper end of tract 
where I live. Wit: Jno. Warren, James Warren, Peter Joyner. 


21 Jan 1780. Jno. Whittle & wife Sarah; Matthew Whittle & wife Elizabeth, AC, to Charles 
Wingfield, Sr., Albemarle, for 1000 pds, 400 ac pat. to Matt. Whittle under letters patent and 
Lees(?) under Buffalo Ridge; branch of Rockey Creek and Christian's path to Moses 
Higginbotham's mill. Conveyed by Matt. to his sons, Joseph & John Whittle. Jno. bought 200 ac of 
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his bro., Joseph. Lines: Col. Chiswell, Jno. Warren, Peter Joiner, Turmer Christian, Elijah Christian. 
Wit: Peter Joyner, Wm Wilday, Charles Warren, Rich. Harper. 


The Burris family in Virginia lives close by in Hanover County. Jacob Burris, Sr. (1680-1755) is listed with 5 
sons and 4 daughters. Could one of these Jacob Burris daughters be the mother of James Burris Whittle and the 
first wife of Matthew Whittle? Researcher, Wayne Whittle, provides his thought on the matter. 


"In retrospect to my Matthew Whittle, I have long pondered the marriage date to Elizabeth "Betsy" Warren 
everyone uses may well be erroneous in that Sudie Rucker Wood from all I can determine "guessed it" (before 
1747) premised on she knew from the Rev. Rose Diary that her sister married John Rucker in 1747. Hanover 
Co. deeds see Matthew Whittle land adjoining that of James Warren, Sr. as early as 1739. . The very same land 
that Matthew & "Betsy" Whittle file survey for patent on in Dec 1745. .. . I for one have a hard time believing 
Matthew tarried 6 yrs next door to James Warren, Sr. before taking his daughter Elizabeth to wife. . unless 
Matthew had lost a 1st wife. . 2? Next comes to mind could Matthew have been raised on this land next to 
James Warren, Sr. and assumed head of household duties following the death of his father (???). .. ." 


No James Burris Whittle has been found on any of the available early Virginia land patent lists. One reference 
to him as a witness is sited in the Rucker Family history. "John Warren of Albemarle Co. sold to Stephen 
Goggin of Bedford Co., for 25 Pounds, 192 acres of land on Flatt Creek, adjoining David Irvin. Witnesses are 
Luke Murphy, Thomas Sulter and James Burrus Whittle". This sale took place sometime after 1760. 


James Burris used both his first and middle name while in Virginia. In South Carolina he is usually just Burris 
Whittle, without the James. The only proof we have that Burris is James Burris is the sworn statement by his 
son James Whittle, Sr. stating that James Burris Whittle was his father. Although no original land grant has 
been found, on 24 Feb 1770, John Dooly in Colleton County wrote a land memorial for Charles Banks. The 
property description says that his land borders William Banks and Burris Whittle. That places Burris in South 
Carolina before 1770.

In 1682 three proprietary counties were set up in South Carolina; Berkeley, Colleton and Craven. In 1685 
Carteret County was added. Carteret was renamed Granville County in 1708. These four counties remained 
until 1769 when they were abolished in favor of the new Judicial Districts. Ninety-six District was created in 
1769. The first list of 2,154 "Residents" was dated 1779. On that list we find "Borris Whitel". 


Edgefield District was formed from Ninety-six District in 1785.The early settlers from Maryland, North 
Carolina and Virginia moved into this area that in 1895 became Saluda County. The community of Mount 
Willing was the gathering place of all the newly arrived immigrants from 1785 until after the Civil War. 


Burris served as a patriot in the South Carolina Militia during the American Revolution. He is listed as a 60 day 
volunteer in Captain James Butler's Company, but he likely served under William Butler. The Cloud's Creek 
Massacre took place on 17 Nov 1781. William Butler was a Lieutenant at that time. James Butler and his son 
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James were both killed at the Massacre, only 2 or 3 survived and Burris is not on any list as one of them. Burris 
apparently was not in service at the time of the Clouds Creek Massacre. On 20 Dec 1782 Burros Whittle was 
given a receipt for donating a cow to the militia. Captain William Butler signs this receipt. He will not be 
compensated for it until the following year.

Had Burris completed his 60-day enlistment at the time of the donation or was this a gesture of continuing 
patriotic support? When and where was Burris "mortally wounded"? All we know for certain is that Winny 
Whittle did not receive the annuity that she applied for. We have Bourres Whittle and his mark on an appraisal 
made for his friend Henley Webb dated 17 Jun 1783. Certainly he was well enough to sign that document. 
Notice the mark and the 3 notches.

Researcher, Wayne Whittle, has provided us with the following summary of his thoughts on the possible reason 
for Burris Whittle's rather distinctive 3 notch mark. 


"The picture I am getting from all this is a James "Burris" & Winifred Whittle of Virginia who entered old 
Colleton Co., S C with two infant sons James "Jr" and Joseph. This James in my opinion could either be the 
eldest son of Matthew Whittle or by chance a younger brother of Matthew? Finally consider for a moment the 
possibility there may have been two separate James Whittles who at one time lived in Edgefield Co., S. C? One 
born in VA, the other Ireland?? Holy Molley, wouldn't that be something. . . one or both with a son, James. . . 


We know that many a settler lived far out in the wilderness long before County records embraced them. . Also, 
that immigrants and nare do wells were pushed out to the wilderness to scratch for themselves sometimes 10-25 
yrs before being noticed in County records. . . . there is reference in a 1743 account of a death where it 
references Lickinghole Church Cemetery (now Fluvanna Co) being next to 'Whittle Creek’. . . Virginia settlers 
were known to name creeks and branches after settlers who first lived by them. . . Lickinghole was one of the 
ten districts originally laid out when Old Goochland County was formed c. 1727. "Albemarle Roads" tells one 
of James Jefferson's 1st undertakings was to supervise constructing a road (III Notch) from Charlottesville 
through to Lickinghole. . .c. 1732-37. ." 


The book, South Carolina Revolutionary War Indents: A Schedule by John Lennell Andrews, Jr. Published by 
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SCMAR, Columbia, S.C., 2001, lists "Burrows" as having served in Colonel Purvis's Regiment. We have his 
pay stub #670, dated 20 Sep 1783 including reimbursement for 1 beef. Some accounts say his friend Hendley 
Webb was a survivor of the massacre; he was in line just in front of Burris on the same day, and his number was 
#668.

In 1823, almost 40 years later, Winny Whittle and James Whittle, Sr., her son, petitioned the State Committee 
on Pensions and both swore an affidavit that "Burris received a mortal wound in a battle that was near Cloud 
Creek in Edgefield District." Winny was denied her pension. Was this battle the Cloud's Creek Massacre? It is 
likely that Burris was not there and perhaps not yet even in the service of his country. This was not the only 
battle fought near Cloud's Creek. It is also important to consider that Burris Whittle was probably not a young 
man in 1781. His age would be somewhere between 37 and 49. It is unlikely that he would be chosen first in 
line of battle.

In 2012, researcher, Amberys Whittle suggested that there is a good reason why Winny may have had her 
pension denied: 


"Apparently, the government did not have "Capt. Wm. Butler's Roll" until 1838, well after the petition was 
presented. If I am correct here, the denial shouldn't reflect badly on either JBW or his widow. The officials 
dealing with the petition just didn't have the document they needed to validate the petition, and there were no 
remaining witnesses of JBW's service."

Burris was not around for the first US Census in 1790 and we have deeds by 1793 that refer to "Burris Whittle's 
land, deceased". Since he was in the pay line 20 Sep 1783, he must have departed this world sometime 
thereafter. The Burris name was not popular with Whittles and we do not have any subsequent Burris Whittles. 
There are some "B" middle initials however, but none have been substantiated as Burris. The Warren family 
apparently felt differently. Burris Warren was born in South Carolina 21 July 1788 and according to the Eidson 
Family records, he was the son of Thomas Warren, Sr. and Elizabeth Eidson. Burris named his 3rd son James 
Burris Warren. 


1. James Burris Whittle was probably born in Virginia ca.1740 and died in Ninety-six District South Carolina 
ca.1783. JBW married Winifred Warren (not proven) the daughter of Rev James Warren, Jr and the sister of 
Thomas Warren, Sr. She was born about 1744, and died after 1823. JBW and Winny had only one documented 
son, James Whittle. Two other sons are possible however, and they are listed here until proven otherwise.

The Possible Children of James Burris Whittle 


2. Joseph Whittle was born about 1755 and died in 1811. He is a possible son of James Burris Whittle, but there 
is no proof to date. 


The 1790 US Census for Virginia was destroyed, but the Amherst County Historical Society in 
Virginia has both the 1783 and 1785 indexed Heads of Household lists. Amherst County was 
created from Albemarle County in 1761. The 1783 list has Joseph Whittle with a family count of 
10. The 1785 list has Joseph "Whettle" with 11. Assuming his wife is alive, this leaves Joseph with 
9 children. 


Considerable research has been conducted on Virginia's John Warren Whittle (1750-1816). John 
and Joseph are last seen paying taxes in Amherst County in 1787, although there is a John Whittle 
on the reconstructed 1790 VA census. By 1793 John has settled in Old Lincoln County, Kentucky. 
His whereabouts from 1787 until 1793 are unknown. His brother Joseph remains a mystery, and is 
not on the 1790 reconstructed census. It is believed by researchers that the majority of Joseph's 
family settled in Tennessee. Is Joseph Whittle of VA the same Joseph Whittle found in SC on the 
1790 census? 


There are four Whittles in the 1790 Edgefield County South Carolina US Census; Jo "Whittel", 
John Whittle, Jos Whittle and James "Whettel". The 1790 census only lists total female counts. Jo 
Whittel lives a few doors away from John and has 2 males under 16 and 3 females. Jos Whittle is 
on the previous page with 1 male over age 16, 1 male under 16 and 6 females. Jos Whittle has a 
family count close to our Virginia Joseph; however, "Jos" could be "Jas", a common abbreviation 
of James or "Jo" could be "Ja", another abbreviation of James. If there are two Joseph Whittles, one 
could be our VA Joseph and the other a son of James Burris Whittle. 


The only deed in SC for Joseph Whittle, dated 5 May 1785, "50 acres adjoining William Holston 
on Clouds Creek". It is recorded in 96 District Plat Book A . If this is our Virginia Joseph he moved 
awfully fast to have also been included on the 1785 Amherst County VA heads of households list. 
No other deeds for Joseph Whittle have been found. He next appears as a witness 2 Jan 1788, ona 
deed between Anthony Argo and William Corley. 


The 1800 South Carolina census lists only James and Joseph Whittle living next door to each other. 
No other misspelled Whittles seem likely. The 1800 census gives us some better information about 
the ages of family members. Joseph Whittle has 1 male under 10, 2 males under 16 and 1 male 
under 26. He is listed as over 45. There are 2 females under 10, 2 under 16 and his wife (or possible 
mother) is over 45. This seems to be the "Jo Whittel" from 1790. His birth year can now be guessed 
at ca.1755. James Whittle is reported to be over 26 and under 45, so it seems that Joseph is the 
elder. 


Fortunately the estate settlement for James Whittle, Sr. is available and it includes the names of his 
live and predeceased children. By process of elimination the Whittles we begin finding by 1810 can 
be attributed to Joseph unless they died before James, and had no heirs when his estate was settled. 
The question is which Joseph, if there were two in 1790? 
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On the 1810 census Joseph Whittle has 1 male under 10 and 1 under 26. He also has 2 females 
under 16 and presumably his wife is still alive and listed as over age 45. Four new Whittle names 
also appear; a second James, Macajah, William and Willis. Macajah is the only name not found in 
James Whittle's estate settlement but the new James may not be James Jr. He has a mature family, 
James Jr. would only have been 20 years old. (visit Other Early Whittles with SC Roots). 


Joseph Whittle is not to be found by 1820. Padgett family tradition says that Joe Whittle was shot 
by his son in law's father, Josiah Padgett, in 1781, at the battle of Clouds Creek. The evidence for 
this is found in the Padgett family book. It is likely that Joseph was a British loyalist (Tory), he is 
not found on any of the patriot rosters nor has any pension application been found. Josiah was in 
Captain Butler's militia, which makes the story more believable. This shooting may also explain 
why it has been said over the years that these two Edgefield families had "little to do with each 
other". They seem to have a lot to do with each other earlier. 


CHAPTER III-7 
CHAPTER IVv-- 
JOSIAH PADGET I (993), (bef 1755-Dee 1811) 


‘osiah’s birth date is estimated, since establishing his father as William 

(28996), who was first noted in Bladen County, NC, it is also assumed 
that he must have been born there. His father’s will proved in 1768 did not mention 
him or Job who would have been too young to note. 

TheS, C. Continental Army's militia records show two periods of service for 
him. One, as Private in the company of Colonel Anderson after the fall of Charleston. 
Two, in the volunteer company under Capt William Butler from 1 Sep 1781 to March 
1782 as a Private. 

Manfred Padget, son of Josiah I’s son Arthur Jefferson (Jeff), said that 
Josiah I being a whig, at the battle of Clouds Creek on 17 Nov 1781, killed Joe 
Whittle, the father-in-law of his son, Jeff. 

The 1791 land records at Edgefield, SC show that he bought a tract of land 
on Clouds Creek near the Little Saluda from Jesse Pitts. Samuel Etheredge was one 
of the witnesses. His home place was on Clouds Creek five miles northwest from 
Ridge Spring. Although his exact grave site has not been definitely established, it 
was first thought to be somewhere on his land. The first South Carolina census in 
1790 gives Josiah Padget, 5 males under 16, and 2 females. Upon his death in 1811, 
his son, Henry administered his estate. 

From the Eidson book Chapt. VII, Sect. two, part 6, page 746: 

Milly (Millicent) Eidson, the dau of Edward and (ukn) Eidson, was probably 
born abt 1755 or 60. Tradition in the family is that she married Josiah Padget. The 
1790 census lists them with six children which would indicate that they had been 
married 12 years or c.1778. No documented evidence of this marriage exists, but has 
been handed down for generations within both the Eidson and Padgett families. 

Josiah Padget had two sons to marry Eidsons: Henry who married Penelope 
Eidson, dau of Milly's brother John, and Samuel, who married Polly Eidson, dau of 
Milly’s brother Edward. It was Penelope who sold, in 1832 to John Eidson the 
property Henry had acquired that was called “Edward Eidson’s old home tract on 
Clouds Creek.”

Joseph Whittle's children have not been proven. They are assumed to be from Joseph, and wife still 
unknown, since they are not listed in the estate settlement of James Whittle, Sr. Using the 1800 
census as a Starting point there are at least 4 male and 4 female children to be accounted for.

3. James M. Whittle, Sr. born about 1765 and died 7 Feb 1844, is the only proven son of James Burris Whittle. 
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James M. Whittle, Sr. swore an affidavit that Burris was his father. "Personally appeared James 
Whittle Senior before me John Lark...said..and made oath that his father James Burris Whittle was 
wounded near Cloud Creek in Edgefield District in a battle in the old ...and then said that he died 
from the wound..at that time and place and further states the J.B. Whittle ..was ..and has not 
property to support her at this time and..many years past."

There is only one James Whittle in 1800, but there is a second James on the 1810 census, both have 
males in the household over age 45. The first James lives next door to Thomas and James Warren 
and has 2 males under 10, 2 males under 16, 1 male over 45, 2 females under 10, 1 female under 
16, 1 female under 45 and one female over 45. The second one lives between William Whittle and 
Elijah Watson with Macajah Whittle close by. He has 2 males under 10, 1 male under 26, 1 male 
under 45, 1 male over 45 but only 1 female is listed, she is under 26. 


Records of James Whittle, Jr.'s children show Edy Whittle as his first born in 1814. If James Jr. is 
one of the James in 1810, he should have no children. One of these James is clearly James Whittle, 
Sr., the other remains a mystery. Let's see if the land deeds give us any clues. 


The first James Whittle deed is from book 29-p. 277, "Thomas Deloach to James Whittle, Deed of 
Conveyance, 21 Oct 1794, 50 pounds sterling money of this State, 50 acres, it being part of three 
tracts originally granted to William Holston and James (name lost in binding but probably Warren) 
and Hendley Webb, by Gov William Bull, 8 July 1774. Witnesses Samuel Deen, Michael 
Deloach." 


Second deed, book 29-p. 278 "Solomon Deloach to James Whittle, Deed of Conveyance, (day lost 
in binding) Oct (year lost in binding), $60, 50 acres on Clouds Creek of Little Saluda River, it 
being part of three tracts originally granted to Wm Holston, James Warren and Hendley Webb, 8 
July 1774, adjoining West on Hendly Webb and other sides on James Whittle. Witnesses Matt 
Burden, Thos (X) Cate, Ezekiel Perry." 
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Third deed, "Robert Webb to James Whittle, Deed of Conveyance, 4 Jan 1800, $80, 100 acres, 
being part of 287 acres granted to Hendly Webb, 10 Oct 1792, situated on Jacobs Branch of Clouds 
Creek of Saluda River by Gov William Moultrie. Witnesses James Whittle, Merrit Johns." 


Fourth deed, book 29-p. 276 "Elijah Padgett of Jefferson County, Georgia to James Whittle of 
Edgefield County, SC, Deed of Conveyance, 12 Jan 1803: Georgia; Jefferson County: $200, 200 
acres on Clouds Creek, 140 acres being part of 200 acres granted to Wm Holston and 60 acres 
granted to James Warren lying on East side of Clouds Creek adjacent the before mentioned tract of 
20 acres. Witnesses Snoden Kirkland, Walter Roberson." 


All 4 of these deeds reference land originally owned by the same 3 people, Holston, Warren and 
Webb. James Warren sold his land in Edgefield County and moved to Green County, KY in 1796. 
There are Revolutionary War records for a William Holston in Maryland, but its uncertain that they 
are one and the same. Hendley Webb seems to have been a good friend of Burris Whittle. 


There are several interesting questions here. Why would it be necessary to describe James Whittle's 
land as adjoining James Whittle on the 2nd deed? Who is the James Whittle who witnesses James 
Whittle on the 3rd deed? It certainly can't be James Whittle, Jr. or James C. Whittle, both of them 
are still children in 1800 (visit Other Early Whittles with SC Roots). 


Witnesses on the first 2 deeds seem to be well known names in early Edgefield County history. 
Michael Deloach is listed on the 1782 "head of household" census in Isle of Wight, VA and then 
moves to SC. Ezekiel Perry appears to have migrated from North Carolina. Samuel Deen arrived in 
Edgefield County in time to serve in the Edgefield Company during the Revolutionary War. 


Our researcher, Wayne Whittle, provides this information about Merrit Johns as a witness to the 
3rd deed. "The Johns name connects with Whittle's Rest, Ann Arundel County, MD originally 
patented by George Whittle & Alice Parker c. 1654. A (?) George Whittle, Ann Arundel County, 
MD left 4 unnamed orphans c. 1677 that were awarded to Wm. & Mary Parker, Aunt of the 
children. . . . Circa 1718 Whittles Rest (400 acres) has passed to the Johns family (of Johns- 
Hopkins fame). The names, gender, and destiny of these Whittle orphans remains a mystery. . . It is 
also unclear how Whittle's Rest was pasted to the Johns?" Another interesting note is that Snowden 
Kirkland, witness on the 4th deed, is likely the son of Richard Kirkland and Mary Snowden who 
migrated to Edgefield County from All Hallows Parish, Ann Arundel County, MD sometime before 
1772. There are also records for the Roberson name in Ann Arundel, however, no Walter has been 
found. 


There are three James Whittles by 1820. The first one still lives next door to William Whittle as in 
1810. On his other side lives Gazeway Bowen who will be discussed later. James tells the census 
taker that he is James Whittle, Sr. His family count is generally consistent with what it should have 
been in 1820. The second James identifies himself as James Whittle, Jr. He has 2 males under 10 
and 2 females under 10, so this is obviously a young family. There is little doubt that this is the son 
of James Sr. Our third James also has a young family and he is believed to be the son of Joseph 
Whittle. There is no trace of the other James Whittle seen in 1810. 


James Whittle married Lucretia (unknown). Lucretia was born c.1780 and died in 1854. She is 
found living with her daughter Elizabeth and Russel Padgett on the 1850 census and is listed as age 
70. If this information is correct, James was probably married twice. Lucretia would have only been 
5 years old when William was born. James died intestate in 1844 so the court settled his estate 
listing his 13 children.

predeceased son; that the intestate was possessed at his death of personalty of above the 
value of $5,000; petitioners pray they may receive a grant of the admin. of goods and 
chattels and credits of said James Whittle decd. (frame 15)

Lucretia's estate was probated 10 years later by her grandson Hartwell Eugene Whittle. Only 6 
children are specifically identified, John Whittle, Mary Whittle Dunkin, Ira Whittle, Elizabeth 
Whittle Padgett, Children of Matilda Whittle Story and the children of Joseph Whittle. It would 
appear that a total of 13 children were paid based on the last sentence (frame 262); however, that 
depends on what 1/7 of $84.26, really means.

4. John Whittle born about 1767, died 2 Mar 1836 is a possible son of James Burris Whittle but there is no proof 
to date. 


Some researches believe that John Whittle is a son of Joseph Whittle who received land in Amherst 
County Virginia in 1776 by gift from his father, Matthew Whittle, and In 1785 Joseph and his 
family moved to Edgefield County, South Carolina. This theory is possible but lets examine the 
available evidence. 


The children of John Warren Whittle, the other son of Matthew Whittle, are fairly well documented 
and they settled in Kentucky, but there are a lot of Whittle's in Kentucky and Tennessee who by 
default are attributed to Joseph Whittle. Did Joseph Whittle move to South Carolina and then back 
to Virginia after parts of Virginia were carved up to become Kentucky, and parts of North Carolina, 
Tennessee? There is no evidence of a Joseph Whittle in either Kentucky or Tennessee during this 
early time period. There is also little evidence that either of the Joseph's on the 1790 South Carolina 
census are the same as our Virginia Joseph. The only evidence is the family count from the 1785 
Amherst County, VA census and the Jos Whittle family count on the 1790 SC census are similar. 
Unfortunately we have no sex breakdown from the VA records. In order to prove anyone's theory, 
we must find the father of the second Joseph on the 1790 census and figure out who went to 
Kentucky, Tennessee or stayed in South Carolina. 
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On 6 June 1790, John Whittle receives 202 acres of land bordering the land of Burris Whittle. This 
original grant from Governor Charles Pinckney does not say Burris Whittle, deceased, although he 
is most likely. Is it just a coincidence that John Whittle gets land adjoining Burris Whittle?

Who is living on Burris Whittle's land when John moves in next door? From the 1790 Census it 
appears to be Winney Warren, who is shown as head of household with 1 male under 16 and 2 
females. Is she the widow of Burris Whittle? If so, the 3 children may be Whittles or Warrens. John 
Whittle has 1 male under 16 and 1 female. The 1790 census only lists males over age 16, under age 
16 and total females, there is no age breakdown for women, but this would seem to be a very young 
family. Without knowing their age, it is impossible to determine if the one female listed is his wife 
or daughter. It is also interesting to note that John's other neighbors include both Capt. William 
Butler and Hendley Webb. 


In 1793 (day and month not given), John Whittle sells 50 acres of his 202 acres to John Jolly. 
Winney Whittle signs the deed as his wife. Burris Whittle is listed as deceased. Joseph Whittle, 
Joseph Jolley and John Warren are the witnesses. On 4 Mar 1794, John Whittle sells 100 acres to 
Thomas Warren. On this document, Burris Whittle is listed as deceased. John and his wife Winney 
sign it and Thomas Walker, John Gregory and Elizabeth Gregory are witnesses. Apparently it is 
just coincidence that John's wife is also named Winney. The disposition of the final 52 acres of 
John's land has not been found, but it does appear that John Whittle is about to exit South Carolina. 


There is no John Whittle on the 1800 South Carolina census. There is a John Whitley living in 
Edgefield District and it is possible that the spelling could be wrong if you closely examine the 
hand written census. His neighbors are very different however, than those found on the 1790 
census. Most researchers have concluded that John Whittle, sometimes referred to as "Reverend 
John Whittle", is the John Whittle that appears on the 1798 Tax Index in Burke County, Georgia. 
The 1790 through 1810 census schedules for Georgia no longer exist. The British burned them 
during the War of 1812. We will not find a John Whittle in Georgia again until the 1820 census 
where he appears in Washington County and is the pastor of Bethleham Baptist Church. 


John Whittle married Winney, reported by some researchers as Sanford. Winney was born about 
1760 and died after 1860 in Brooks County, GA. On the 1850 census she is living with her 
daughter Sarah and son-in-law William Barwick, age 85. The census enumerator recorded Virginia 
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as her birthplace. On the 1860 census, she is living with her daughter Mary and son-in-law Julius 
Peddie, age 100. The handwriting on the 1860 census is difficult to read, but it appears the 
enumerator lists North Carolina as her birthplace. 


Considering all of this timeline, most of the evidence suggests that John Whittle is a younger 
brother of Joseph and James Whittle. The children of John and Winney Whittle are:

5. Macajah Whittle was born about 1788. 


On the 1810 census Macajah Whittle has 1 male under age 10 and 2 females under age 10. Macajah 
is in the age 26 to 44 column. On 5 Feb 1810, Macajah is a witness to a deed between Thomas 
Warren and Martin Fouts. There is a deed recorded 16 Jan 1813 that shows a transfer of land from 
Thomas Warren to Henry Padgett and Macajah Whittle. This property adjoins Leonard Webb, 
James Whittle and Absalum Shearly (Shealy). Apparently Macajah and Henry Padgett had a close 
relationship. According to Padgett family history, the two patriarchs of the Edgefield Padgett 
branch were brothers Josiah and Job Padgett. Both were volunteers in Captain Butler's militia along 
with Burris Whittle. Henry Padgett was a son of Josiah Padgett. 


On the 1820 census Macajah lives next door to another member of Captain Butler's militia, James 
Eidson. He has 1 male under 16 and 2 females under 16. A female of the right age to be his wife is 
on it as well. Macajah is in the under age 45 column. This is the last we will see of Macajah Whittle 
in SC. Between 1810 and 1820 he makes appearances at several documented estate sales and then 
vanishes sometime after 1820. He shows up on an 1826 tax list in Twiggs County, GA along with 
Watson Whittle who we will assume was his son.

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All indications from this appointment are that Macajah was married to a daughter of Josiah Padgett 
and Henry was his brother-in-law. It is possible, however, that he was married to an Eidson because 
as noted in the Padgett books, tradition has it that Milly Padgett was an Eidson. It would also 
appear from the original document that Macajah signed his own name instead of using the X. 


Macajah (Micajer) Whittle appears again in Dale County, AL with a military record showing he 
was promoted to 2nd Lt, 5th Brigade 11th Division, 46th Regiment on 21 May 1847. It is unknown 
what happened to him after this. 


6. James C. Whittle was born about 1788 and died in late 1860 or early 1861. 


James C. may be the third James Whittle on the 1820 census. He lives next door to John Lark and 
has a young family; 2 males under 10, 1 under 16, 1 female under 10 and 2 females under 26. He is 
shown as under age 45 but there is no comparably aged female. Records of James C's known 
children tell us that he probably only had 1 child by 1820, these children can not be Micajah's 
because he is on the 1820 census. James began using his middle initial on some legal documents, 
most likely to distinguish him from James M. Whittle. 


James married Margaret Padgett who was a daughter of Job Padgett. Several interesting 
guardianship documents have been recently found that concern James C. Whittle. He was 
appointed guardian of Nancy Bodie on 1 Oct 1827. The other parties to the agreement were Job 
Padgett and Elijah Whittle (son of James Sr.). Nancy was the daughter of John Bodie, son of Allen 
Bodie. John Bodie died 24 Nov 1833 prior to the settlement of Allen Bodie's estate. It is unclear as 
to why James got this appointment except for the fact that Job Padgett was married to Mary C. 
Bodie and perhaps he was the only one available at the time Nancy Bodie's father died in 1833. 
Elisha Whittle and his wife Orpha are also involved in the estate setttlement of Allen Bodie. 


(See Other Early Whittles with SC Roots) 


Another mystery is why Elijah Whittle was a party to the guardianship. He is a descendant of James 
Whittle, Sr. There is no middle initial on this bond indenture, but the similarity of the signatures in 
1827 and again in 1838 are quite noticeable. Additionally, both James M. Sr. and Jr. always "made 
their mark". Also note in the last paragraph, the reference to Nancy Whittle instead of Body. Is this 
an error made by Judge Simpkins? Elijah Whittle's wife's name is Nancy. Could this be the answer 
as to why he is on the bond?

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James C. Whittle has not been found on the 1840 census. This may explain the reason for the 1838 
guardianship. By 1850 James is living alone in Edgefield County. His daughter, Mary Ann Whittle, 
is found living, close by, in the household of Henry Rucker along with 2 Norris boys, ages 11 and 
12. Their father James M. Norris, first husband of Nancy Whittle, died in 1842. 


Job Padgett's estate is finally settled in 1843 and Mary Ann receives her's and Sampson's share of 
Job Padgett's estate. Sampson apparently died before 1843. Mary Ann will live until 1918 married 
to James Daniel Miller. Their daughter Civilla Miller will marry into the James Whittle Sr. family. 


James C. Whittle makes his final appearance in 1860 living in the household of his daughter Mary 
Ann and James Daniel Miller, he is listed as age 72. Interesting to note that the Miller's live 
between John and Mary Duncan, and Elizabeth McGraw who will be discussed later on. Proof that 
James C. and Ambrose were brothers is found in this statement made by Ambrose defending his 
handling of the guardianship of the McGraw children.

Note that Ambrose says he knows "two James Whittle's" in this statement written sometime in 
1869 or 1870. Who is the second James? James Whittle, Sr. died in 1844, the only other James 
Whittle who would be a contemporary of him is James Whittle in Taylor County, GA. (See Other 
Early Whittles with SC Roots). Unfortunately Ambrose only says he knows them, he doesn't say he 
is related to them. 


Three children have been verified from the marriage of James C. and Margaret Padgett. There is a 
good possibility of a 4th, if it can be proven that Elizabeth McGraw is their daughter. In the 1851 
dispute filed by Nancy Whittle, she states there are 3 heirs. Sampson was not alive then and had no 
issue.

7. Ambrose Whittle was born about 1792 and died 11 Oct 1882. 


Our researcher, Amberys Whittle, obtained the following information in 2014. From the Columbia 
Daily Register there were obituaries published on 17 Oct and 22 Oct, 1882. One of them said: “Mr. 
Ambrose Whittle died a few days since of the infirmities of age, having attained four score years 
and ten.” That would push his date of birth back to 1792. Previously it had been guessed as 1796. 


Ambrose Whittle is considered the patriarch of this line of Edgefield County Whittles. He remained 
in South Carolina his entire lifetime. Although it is assumed his father was Joseph, we have no 
proof. He may be the son of the second Joseph from 1790 or the second James from 1810. A 
lingering doubt was left for his researchers when the 1880 census taker recorded his father's birth 
place as Ireland. 


Ambrose's great grandson, Sheriff Mark Gary Whittle, responded to one of WO Whittle's request 
for information in 1945. Although not everything he says is accurate, we can begin to see that his 
family didn't know the relationship between the Whittle families any better in 1945 than now. No 
evidence has been found that Ambrose had a brother John. There is no unaccounted for John 
Whittle on the 1850 Edgefield County census and there is no John Whittle, the right age, found in 
Texas in 1860. Oklahoma records are not available until after he would have been too old to show 
up. We assume for now that Mark was wrong, it was Ambrose's son John that moved to Texas.

Manchester Padgett (born in 1822) is believed to be a son 
of Josiah Padgett and Sarah Watson. Manchester was married to Susan Corley. No reason for this 
bond is apparent.

This affidavit dated 19 Aug 1869 would seem to connect Ambrose with James Whittle, however, 
James C. Whittle was deceased by this date, so this would be James M. Whittle, Jr. Elizabeth 
McGraw is found on the 1860 census with a son named J.R, age 11, living next door to Daniel 
Miller and Mary Ann Whittle (James C. Whittle, age 72 also lives there). Elizabeth is also found on 
the 1870 census with only a daughter, Amanda, still living at home. She lives next door to Ambrose 
C. Whittle. Ambrose (Senior) is ordered to court regarding the guardianship of John Ready 
McGraw and the estate of his father Joel McGraw.

8. Lydia Whittle was born in 1798 and died Sep 1881. She is buried at Springfield Methodist Church in 
Orangeburg County, SC. 


Lydia Whittle married Gazeway Bowen (1794-1853). Gazeway was a neighbor of James Whittle, 
Sr. and William Whittle in the 1820 census. On the 1850 census, Gazeway, Lydia and 3 of their 
children lived in Lexington next door to Shealy and Bouknight families. 


On the 1860 census, Lydia Bowen is listed in the household of Ambrose Whittle, her brother. Also 
living with Ambrose is a 24 year old female named L E Holstein, Lydia and Gazeway's daughter 
who married Wade Holstein. On the 1880 census, Lydia is living with her daughter Sarah Ann and 
her husband Ariel Able. 


Gazeway and Lydia had the following children: 
John W. L. Bowen - born in 1815 and died during the Civil War. He

9. Winnifred Whittle was born c.1802 and died before 1880. 


Both the Eidson and Padgett families connect Winnifred Whittle with Arthur Jefferson Padgett, son 
of Josiah Padgett. Little is known about Winnifred but there are 10 children attributed to her 
marriage. Her name represents some good evidence that she may have been named after her 
grandmother, Winney, wife of James Burris Whittle. It is also a reasonable assumption from the 
Padgett history that her father was Joseph Whittle. 
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She is named "Minnie" in the 1850 census, and lives with Arthur and 5 of their 10 children. In 1860 
there is a Winford Padgett, female age 55 living next door to Ira Whittle (James Whittle, Sr. line). 
Winford is close enough in age to assume this is Winnifred. 


Winnie Padgett, age 70 is on the 1870 census taking care of Mary Ann Padgett and 3 young 
children. This picture like many others in 1870 suggests a widow who lost her husband in the Civil 
War. Winnie does not appear on the 1880 census but there are 162 Padgett's in Edgefield County 
by then. 


Winifred "Winnie" Whittle married Arthur Jefferson Padgett, Sr. about 1818 in Edgefield County, 
SC. Arthur was born in 1798 in Ridge Spring, Edgefield County, SC. He died on 6 Sep 1853 in 
Edgefield County, SC. He was buried in Maroney-Padgett, Cemetery, Edgefield County, SC.

Lamentable Occurrence 
The Edgefield Advertiser, Wednesday, the 5th, 1847 


On Saturday last, the day of the Battalion Parade at Mount Willing in this District, 
a number of personal recontres took place in which many of those present were 
injured. During the progress of these affrays, Mr. Joseph Quattlebaum was struck 
on the head with a gun by Mr. Alford Padgett, and so severely wounded that he 
died at a late hour on Saturday night. Mr. Padgett has not been arrested. 


Coroner’s Jury with Monetta Folks - 1847 Miss Belle Williams had two typed 
copies of this report in her papers found in the South Caroliniana Library. Mt. 
Willing was one of four centers of commerce in South Carolina between the 
Revolution and the Civil War. 


Moses Holston, along with Henry Sawyer, William Stevens, Nathaniel Burton, Jr., 
Wade Holston, R. H. Holston, George R. Sawyer and Benjamin Cato served on a 
Coroner’s Jury April 26, 1847. 
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The Magistrate was Acting as Coroner in the inquisition upon the death of William 
L. Quattlebaum. The Coroner’s Jury ruled that Juford and Arthur J. Padgett 
“feloniously killed and murdered” William L. Quattlebaum with a gun causing his 
death 8 — 9 hours later. Twelve men found Juford and Arthur guilty. 


Moses Holston was the father of Elizabeth Holston Asbill; R. H. Holston was the 
brother of Elizabeth Holston Asbill. All three were members of Bethel Baptist 
Church. 


Nathaniel Burton, Jr. was the father of the Monetta Burtons. 


Wade Holston, CSA, Captain, was the brother of Moses Holston. Wade was a 
Deacon at Bethel Baptist Church in 1853. (on the Church roll). 


George R. Sawyer (George Robertson Sawyer) 1817 — 1892 was the father of 
George Washington Sawyer and the great great grandfather of Allen Duncan. 


Benjamin Cato Sr. was the great great grandfather of Allen Duncan; Benjamin was 
a member of Bethel Baptist Church. 


Henry Sawyer, Henry Stanmore Sawyer 1790 — 1851, the 3 X great grandfather of 
Judith Dancy Duncan. 
10. George Whittle was born between 1800 and 1810. 
George Whittle makes only one appearance in Edgefield County. He is on the 1830 census, age 20 
to 30 with a wife and 2 daughters under age 5. After 1830 he disappears from the scene. Some 


researchers have noted that the George Whittle found in Sevier County, Tennessee might be the 
same George; however, both of them appear on the 1830 census with very different family 


members.

On the 1810 census he is the only male in the household and is listed in the age 16 to 25 column. 
He has a wife and two daughters under age 10. In the same year he acquires additional property 
from Thomas Deen.

On the 1820 census William has two male children under 10, three females under 10, 1 female 
under 16, his wife and a female over age 45. By 1830 the count becomes 2 males under 5, 1 male 
under 10, 1 female under 5, 2 females under 10 and 2 females under 20. He and his wife are listed 
in the age 40 to 50 column. How many of this family stayed in SC is unknown. 


Sometime after 1830 William Whittle, at the age of approximately 45, will move his family to 
Lowndes County Alabama. His younger brother Rueben is already there by the 1830 census. No 
record has been found as to the disposition of his property in South Carolina but by 1836 he is 
trading properties in Lowndes County.

Lowndes County was created by an act of the Alabama General Assembly on 20 Jan. 1830. It was 
formed from parts of Montgomery, Dallas, and Butler counties. Lowndes County is located in the 
south-central portion of the state, in the Black Belt. It encompasses 714 square miles. The county is 
named for South Carolina statesman William Lowndes. The area has a rich aboriginal history and 
was a center of plantation life in Alabama. The county seat is Hayneville. Other significant towns 
include White Hall, Letohatchee, Lowndesboro and Fort Deposit. 


William seems to do well in Alabama. The 1850 slave list shows him owning 7 in Lowndes 
County. It is also interesting to note that his family lived in the Mount Willing district, a name they 
obviously brought with them, since that is the district they lived in in Old Edgefield County, SC. 


William Whittle married Sarah Ferguson. She was born 27 Jan 1802 and died 10 Sept 1872. The 
children of their marriage are:

12. Willis Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina 5 Aug 1788 and died 13 
Apr 1862. 


Willis was a prosperous farmer who owned 19 slaves in 1860. He lived his entire life in Edgefield 
County. Willis has a son and a daughter at the time of the 1810 census. 


Thanks to the W.O. Whittle papers we have some excellent verification of his wife and 8 of his 10 
children This letter was send to WO in 1941 by Jennie Elizabeth Caughman, a daughter of Scratch 
Whittle. It is interesting to note that Jennie thought Joe M. Whittle might be related to WO since no 
one knew the relationship between the James, Sr. and Ambrose lines of Whittle. This letter verifies 
an important inter-matriage between the families, Joe M's dad Mack Whittle (grandson of 
Ambrose) married Mary Anna Whittle (granddaughter of James M. Whittle, Jr.).

13. James M. Whittle, Jr. (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina about 1795 and died 
in Oct 1871. 


As previously discussed in Generation 2, there are two James Whittles on the 1810 census, both 
have males in the household over age 45. The first James lives next door to Thomas and James 
Warren and has 2 males under 10, 2 males under 16, 1 male over 45, 2 females under 10, 1 female 
under 16, 1 female under 45 and one female over 45. The second one lives between William 
Whittle and Elijah Watson with Macajah Whittle close by. This James has 2 males under 10, 1 
male under 26, 1 male under 45, 1 male over 45 but only 1 female is listed, she is under 26. 
Records of James Whittle, Jr.'s children show Edy Whittle as his first born in 1814. If James Jr. is 
one of the James in 1810, he should have no children. One of these James is clearly James Whittle, 
Sr., the other remains a mystery. 


There are three James Whittles by 1820. The first one still lives next door to William Whittle as in 
1810. James tells the census taker that he is James Whittle, Sr. His family count is generally 
consistent with what it should have been in 1820. The second James identifies himself as James 
Whittle, Jr. He has 2 males under 10 and 2 females under 10, so this is obviously a young family. 
There is little doubt that this is the son of James Sr. Our third James also has a young family and he 
is believed to be James C. the son of Joseph Whittle. 


1850 is the first US census that lists family members by name. On that census we find James and 


Nancy and 4 children: Frances, age 17, Malachi, age 18, Emanuel, age 20 and an EM Washington, 
age 12. Who is this Washington boy? 
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James Whittle, Jr. was married twice. His first wife was Nancy Duncan, born about 1794 and died 
after 1860. Her father Richard Duncan, age 98, is living with them on the 1860 census. His second 
wife was Rebecca Forrest. She was born about 1822 and died 6 Dec 1874. There is no record of 
any children from his second marriage. The children of his marriage to Nancy Duncan are:

14. Elijah Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County about 1794 and died there 12 Dec 1853. 


The first record we have found for Elijah is this deed from Carol Wells book. 


William C Mitchel to Elijah Whittle, Deed, 21 May 1814, One hundred forty Dollars, 
[word lost in the binding]ty acres on waters of Clouds Creek of Saluda River adj lands 
of Job Padgett junior, Mores Creek, Samuel Deen.

The fact that his neighbor is Job Padgett is significant because it helps explain why he is a witness 
for James C. Whittle in 1827 (see James C. Whittle). Elijah is on the 1820 census with 3 males 
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under age 10 and no females except his wife. This is 8 years prior to any records we currently have 
of his own children. This census data is either incorrect or he has inherited the children of someone 
else. On the 1830 census he lists 1 male under 5, 1 under 10, 2 females under 10, 1 under 15 and 1 
under 30 in addition to his wife. By 1840 we have 1 male under 5, 1 under 10, 1 under 15 and 1 
under 30. For the female count we have a daughter under 10 and 1 under 15. In 1850 Elijah's 
occupation is listed as stonecutter and we have only 3 children living at home. Elijah died intestate 
in 1853 and we have his estate settlement listing his 5 children.

The Duncan 
family records refer to the 1850 census with index entries for Jacob Sartin in Tuscaloosa County, 
AL and Jacob Certain in Madison County, AL. There is no proof that either of them is the same 
Jacob Sartain. No record has been found of their children. 


16. Matilda Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina about 1798 and died after 
1844. 


Matilda married John Story. Both of them probably died sometime between 1844 and the 1850 
census as their two children are living with Matilda's sister Elizabeth and Russel Padgett in the 
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1850 census.

17. Joseph Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina about 1800 and died there 
7 Jun 1845. 


Joseph first appears on his own in the 1830 census with his wife, Sophia Reynolds, and 1 son under 
age 5. By 1840 they have 1 son under 5, 2 sons under 10, 1 daughter under 5 and 1 under 10. 
Joseph and his mother, Lucretia, were the administrators of James Whittle Sr.'s estate in 1844. In 
1850, his wife Sophia is listed as head of household. Joseph's cause of death in 1845 at 
approximately age 45 is unknown. In this petition to the Edgefield District Court, Sophia 
recommends her brother, Wiley Reynolds, as administrator of the estate.

Initially Wiley works hard on the affairs of Joseph Whittle. He completes the property inventory 
and files a number of personal notes with the court; however, sometime before 1850 Wiley moves 


to Georgia without completing his accounting for the estate.

We have a number of documents pertaining to the estate of Joseph Whittle and there are many 
familiar names found; Ezekiel and Manchester Padgett, John and Elbert Warren, Amos and Tilman 
Watson, Moses and Wilson Holston. It is interesting to note that Ambrose Whittle appears in many 
of them as well. Ambrose is one of the appraisers as he was for James Whittle, Sr. Ambrose is also 
a suretor for Wiley Reynolds performance. Unfortunately none of these documents prove the 


relationship between the families. 
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Sophia Reynolds, daughter of Thomas Reynolds and Nancy Harrison, was born in 1805 and died in 
1874.

On 2 Sep 1856, William Stevens was appointed guardian of Eldred, Permelia and Hezekiah. He is 
the husband of Nancy Reynolds who was a sister of Sophia. 


Both the 1860 and 1870 Edgefield census list Milton Whittle, born in 1853, living with Sophia. 
Milton was born too late to be a son of Joseph and Sophia Whittle. So far we have not been able to 
identify his parents and he is not named in the probate of Sophia's estate. 


Sophia died 7 Nov 1874. This petition filed by her son, Hezekiah, verifies her children and many of 
her grandchildren. 
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18. John Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina about 1801 and died there 
after 1870. 


John's first wife is reported to be Nancy (unknown). Presumably she died before the 1850 census as 
no female his age is found. On the 1860 census, John seems to have married again, her name is 
Elizabeth (reported by one researcher as Elizabeth Brown) and she is 20 years younger. There are 
two additional Whittle boys on the 1860 census.

19. Reuben Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina about 1802 and died in 
1836 in Sumter or Lowndes County, Alabama. 


Reuben and his brother Maston are probably named after Major Reuben Maston who was a well 
known patriot from the Greenville District of SC around 1770. This land grant in Edgefield County 
was awarded to him in 1821. 


One hundred and seventy four acres more or less being part of 530 Acres granted to 
Arther Watson on the fifth day of March 1792 Situate in the said District (Edgefield) On 
the branches of Dry Creek waters of Saluda and the said One hundred and seventy Four 
acres is to have such bounds as follows beginning at a pine the grant corner on Land 
formerly held by John Kirkland and Runs S 22 E (in binding: 3)o chains to a Stake X3 
thence S 87 E 18 chains to a Post Oak X3 thence N 80 E 32 Chains 50 Links to a pine 
X3 on land of said Grant. Thence North 16 W 37 Chains 80 links to a Stake X3 on Luke 
Smiths land thence S 75 W With the grant 52 Chains to the beginning.” Comments: 
Ingram Nunn and G. Nunn witnessed the deed. Jane (X) Cronick, wife of John (X) 
Cronick, relinquished dower rights. The 530-acre tract was surveyed for Arthur Watson 
18 Nov 1791. John Cronich purchased this property from Richmond Watson 29 Jan 
1818. Reuben Whittle sold the property to John Lark 15 Feb 1823. 


He appears to be the first one in the family to leave Old Edgefield for Lowndes County. He is on 
the 1820 census in SC and then appears in 1830 as "Robin" Whittle in AL. He is shown in the age 
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30 to 40 column with one son under age 5, 1 daughter under 5 and 1 under 10. His wife is in the 
age 20 to 30 column. There are two land grants on file in Alabama, both dated 1832 from the 
Cahaba land office. He receives a total of 160 acres. 


His wife, Nancy, is head of household by 1840. We have proof that Reuben died because his 
children are the beneficiaries in the 1844 probate of James Whittle, Sr.'s estate. There is a record of 
a 2nd marriage between Nancy and Handy Blackmon dated 7 Feb, 1841. It appears that Nancy and 
her daughter both married Blackmons. 


Reuben married Nancy (not proven but likely Arrington) and they had the following children:

20. Mary "Polly" Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina about 1810 and 
died after 1860. 


Mary married Richard Duncan most likely a son of Richard Duncan, age 98, on the 1860 census. If 
this is true, three of Richard Sr's children married Whittles. Richard is not found on the 1850 
census, Mary Duncan is listed as head of household. Mrs. M Duncan is also head of household on 
the 1860 census.

21. Maston Whittle (Burris, James Sr.) was born in Edgefield County, South Carolina about 1816 and probably 
died 19 Apr 1865 at Sabine Pass, Texas. 


Maston and his brother Reuben are likely named after Major Reuben Maston who was a well 
known patriot from the Greenville District of SC around 1770. Maston is not found on any South 
Carolina census data, but he is apparently in Edgefield in 1829 when he receives his wife's share of 
her father's estate. 
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He first appears on the 1840 census in Lowndes County, Alabama. Land grants issued in 1842, 
1850 and 1851 totaling 160 acres are found in the Montgomery land office The last one was a 
military land grant in Section 30, tract 11, R. 17 (6541), Barbour County, Alabama in December 
1851. On the 1840 census he and his wife are in the age 20 to 30 column. 


Maston and his rather large family are on the 1850 Alabama census, but by 1860 his wife Elizabeth 
is living alone. Left to wonder is the Maston Whittle that shows up on the 1860 census in Cuba, 
Colorado County, Texas. He says he was born in SC and is age 34. There is also a record of Mastan 
Whittle in the 13th Regiment, Texas Volunteers. If this is the same Maston, then his story can be 
found in the records at the Nesbitt Memorial Library in Columbus, TX. 


Whittle, Mastan (private) farmer, age 34 in 1860; enlisted in Company D, 21st Texas 
Infantry, on September 3, 1862 at Houston; hospitalized at Beaumont, June 28, 1863; 
died in hospital at Sabine Pass, April 19, 1865. 
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Maston Whittle married Elizabeth Padgett. Elizabeth's parents were Henry and Penelope Padgett 
and she was born about 1815. Verification of their marriage is found in Henry Padgett's estate 
settlement. Maston and Elizabeth had the following children:

After Maston moved to Texas, he remarried Martha Shepherd, who was age 15 in the 1860 census. 
They had one daughter named Sarah Elizabeth, born 25 Apr 1862. She married Peter Neil Wallace. 
Sarah died 5 Jan 1928 in Austin, TX. On 3 Mar 2011, I received the following email from Janet 
Carr, a descendant of Maston through his daughter Sarah Elizabeth. 


Years ago, my husband and I went to Colorado County. We found Maston 
Whittle was on the tax rolls from 1861 to 1864, but not on the 1865 roll. This 
is probably because he died in April 1865. Maston Whittle owned 492 acres 
of land in the William Bell Grant, abstract 64, four horses and 8 cattle. He 
enlisted in Co. D, Griffin’s Battalion, Texas Infantry between 1861 and 
January 1862. This unit was known at various times as Bates Battalion or 
Regiment, Texas Volunteers, Brazoria Coast Regiment and 13th Regiment 
Texas Infantry. Confederate Military History, Vol. XI, p.102, briefly 
describes a battle involving Griffins Battalion (including Co. D.) at Sabine 
Pass Light House on April 1863. Military records indicate that Maston 
Whittle died on April 19, 1865 in the General Hospital at Sabine Pass. This 
was after hostilities has ceased. My husband, John, and I went to Sabine Pass 
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to visit the area but there is not much there except the lighthouse. 


In the 1880 U.S. Census, Caldwell Co., Texas, W. H. Mobley is listed (age 
52) with his wife Marthy Mobley (age 37) and children Lemuel Mobley, age 
4, Lizzie Mobley, 10 mos. and Sarah Whittle, age 18. This is the man who 
married Martha Shepherd Whittle after Maston Whittle died during the Civil 
War. 


The 1920 U.S. Census, Austin. Travis Co., Texas, ward 4, lists the widow, 
Martha Mobley, age 73, and George Pool, age 13, a grandson. George Pool is 
the informant on her death certificate. I have a certified death certificate for 
Mrs. Martha Mobley who died September 15, 1926 (born October 11, 1846), 
but the informant did not know who her father or mother were. The informant 
was G. W. Pool. I am trying to connect with Mr. Pool’s family and will let 
you know what I find out. 


The 1920 U.S. census, Austin, Travis Co., Texas lists Sarah E. Wallace, age 
57, and Mattie Pearl Wallace, age 26. Miss Wallace is my husband's maiden 
aunt, one of the four daughters of Sarah E. Wallace. I have a certified copy of 
a death certificate for Sarah Elizabeth Wallace (born on April 25, 1862, died 
May 13, 1928) showing that her father was Masterson Whittle and her mother 
was Martha Shepherd. The informant was her daughter, Mrs. A. S. Douglas. 
Mrs. Douglas is a sister to my husband’s mother. Aunt Maude (Mrs. Douglas) 
was a lovely woman and very reliable. 


I also have a death certificate for Dessie Mary King (nee Wallace) who died 
January 5, 1972 (born May15, 1896). This is my husband’s mother. Her 
father was Peter Neil Wallace and her mother was Sarah Elizabeth Whittle. 
Mr. Wallace died during a hurricane in Galveston Co., Texas. They had four 
daughters Hilda, Maude, Mattie Pearl and Dessie Mary Wallace. They lived 
in Manvel, Texas, Brazoria Co., Texas for a while and moved on to Austin, 
Texas where their grandmother, Martha (Whittle) Mobley ran a boarding 
house housing students near the University of Texas campus. This is where 
Hilda Wallace met and married Conrad P. Engleking, an attorney of law and 
Dessie Mary Wallace met and married Samuel Brown Carr, also an attorney 
of law and District Judge. My husband, John D. Carr, also a Lawyer, is one of 
their 5 children.

By 1850 there are 5 children and in 
1860 there are 7. 


Ira is found on the roster of the 14th South Carolina Infantry, Company B at age 38 to 40. He is 
listed as having died of disease. On the "South Carolina Dead in CSA Service Report" there is an 
Ira Whittle listed as having died of wounds. He was buried in Magnolia Cemetery, Charleston, SC. 
These records from the National Archives are conflicting on both Ira's name and Company but 
there are no other records for "Isaiah" in the 14th SC.

There is very little information to support any contact between the Georgia Whittles and their cousins in South 
Carolina; however, there are a lot of similar children's names such as Ambrose, James, Seaborn, etc. used by 
both families. This might suggest that Rev John did have some contact with his suspected brother Joseph. 


24. Sarah Whittle (Burris, John) was born 6 Aug 1792 in Edgefield County,SC and died in 1855 in Thomas 
County, GA. 


Sarah married William B. Barwick II. He was born 30 Aug 1795 and died 6 July 1855. William 
was the executor of John Whittle's estate in 1836. On the 1850 census, Sarah's mother, Winney 
Whittle is living with the Barwick's and is listed as age 85, born in Virginia. 


The following biographical information was provided on Ancestry.com by Susan Barwick Elliott in 
Feb 2000. It does help verify the whereabouts of John Whittle after he left South Carolina. 


William B Barwick was born August 30, 1795 in Darlington District, SC to William B 
Barwick and Elizabeth Phillips. He married Sarah Whittle born August 06, 1792 in 
Darlington Dist, SC, died Abt. 1855 in what is now Brooks County. Sarah was the 
daughter of John and Winnifred Whittle. William and Sarah were among the first 
settlers in the wilderness now known as Barwick,GA located on the lines dividing 
Thomas and Brook Cos, thus the town being named Barwick for them. 


After leaving SC, William moved into Washington Co, GA with some of his brothers. 
There he served in the GA militia 1814-1815, Few's Regiment - Captain Edwards's Co, 
Washington Co. He was discharged at Burke Co, GA. There are records which show 
that on May 17,1827 William Barwick won the Land Lottery of Georgia..Captains Dist 
- Currys No 127 Dist 2 Troup Co,GA. William and Sarah made their move to what was 
then Thomas Co later to become Brooks Co and raised their seven children. William 
was murdered in Thomasville. The following is the account taken from "History of 
Thomas County, GA." 


KILLING AT A HANGING 


On July 6, 1855, Walsh, a slave belonging to Major E R Young was being hung in 
Thomasville. During the excitement Augustus C Swain got into an altercation with Mr. 
William Barwick and killed him by stabbing, Green Johnson having come in for 
discussion as assisting in the killing. Swain was placed in jail but before trial escaped 
by means of a key made by a gunsmith, living near old McDonald. At Montgomery, 
John Swain who was accompaning his brother whom he resembled was arrested but 
was released as soon as he demonstrated that he didn't fit Gus Swain's description. The 
two brothers located in TX and several mornings thereafter were accosted by Gen. T E 
Blackshear who moved to TX because he thought Thomas Co was overcrowded. This 
was hint enough that the fugitives were not far enough from home. They moved and 
"Gus" became sheriff of his county but was afterwards killed by Indians. In 1898 John 
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Swain visited Thomasville and discussed fully with Col A T MacIntyre and Judge 
Hansell, the only two acquantances he could find, the brothers experiences. 


Note: Researcher, Brenda Laney, found information from the 1860 census that shows Sarah Whittle 
Barwick living with her son Redden Barwick, so it appears that she died sometime after 1860. 


25. Ambrose Whittle (Burris, John) was born 20 June 1794 most likely in Washington County, Georgia and 
died 20 July 1856 in Coffee County, Alabama. 


Most of the information published about Ambrose Whittle on this website has been obtained from 
Robert Lamar Whittle. Lamar has been a generous contributor on Geneology.com and we have 
received numerous emails from him about his family research which has continued for the past 20 
years. 


Ambrose was in the cavalry during the War of 1812. He was the postmaster in Poplar Head (now 
Dothan) AL. He owned 400 acres of land in Coffee County. On the 1850 census, Ambrose said he 
was born in Georgia. In 1815, he married Ruth Dortch, born 1797 in North Carolina, according to 
the 1850 census. Ambrose is buried in the old Dothan Cemetery in downtown Dothan.

Milledge and Thomas are not listed in the household of Willis Whittle on the 1860 census. More 
than likely both were already in the service of the 14th SC Infantry. 


124. Charity Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Willis) was born in Edgefield County in 1817 and died about 1868. 


Based on the letter written by Jennie Elizabeth Caughman in 1941, Charity married a Deloach. On 
the 1860 census he is listed as M A DeLoach and in Willis Whittle's will as Michael. No children 
are listed. At the present time, this is all of the verified information we have. 


126. Alfred Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Willis) was born in Edgefield County in 1818 and died in Butler County, 
Alabama after 1880. 
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Alfred is listed as Alford on the 1860 Edgefield census. It appears that he moved to Butler County, 
AL some time before 1870. On both the 1870 and 1880 census he says he was born in SC and the 
children listed are the approximate ages they should be. Alfred married Lucinda "Linda" McGraw, 
according to their daughter Isabell's death certificate. The census information provides this list of 
their children but we have no independent verification.

Whittle. Oratio Whittle appears on the roster of the Infantry Regiment, Hampton Legion, South 
Carolina, Company B, and likely died from war related causes. Burr married Edwina Whittle, 
daughter of Elijah Whittle. This is based on Valentine's death certificate in 1915. 


On the 1860 census only Katherine and Valentine are listed. Flora Whittle has been reported by 
some researchers but has not been verified. 


Valentine Jemarion Whittle was born about 1845 and died 22 Mar

129. Mahlon A. "Scratch" Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Willis) was born in Edgefield County 23 Aug 1832 and 
died in the newly established Saluda County on 7 Feb 1901. 


Scratch enlisted as a private in Company E and ended the war a 2nd Lt. in Company M of the 7th 
SC Infantry under Capt. A.P. Bouknight. He obtained the highest rank of any of the Edgefield 
County Whittle soldiers and many of the other Whittles in SC Regiments were his nephews, not 
cousins.

7th Regiment, South Carolina Infantry 


7th Infantry Regiment was assembled at Columbia, South Carolina, during the spring of 
1861 and moved to Virginia in June. After fighting in Bonham's Brigade at First 
Manassas, the unit served under Generals Kershaw, Kennedy, and Conner. It 
participated in the campaigns of the Army of Northern Virginia from the Seven Days' 
Battles to Gettysburg, then accompanied Longstreet to Georgia. The 7th was active at 
Chickamauga and Knoxville, returned to Virginia, and saw action at The Wilderness, 
Spotsylvania, and Cold Harbor. It continued the fight in the Shenandoah Valley with 
Early and ended the war in North Carolina. 
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This regiment totalled 581 officers and men in April, 1862 and sustained 82 casualties 
at Savage Station and 40 at Malvern Hill. During the Maryland Campaign, there were 
13 killed and 100 wounded of 466 at Maryland Heights and 23 killed and 117 wounded 
of the 268 at Sharpsburg. It lost 4 killed, 57 wounded, and 61 missing at 
Fredericksburg, twenty-seven percent of the 408 engaged at Gettysburg, and 2 killed 
and 12 wounded at Bentonville. 


On March 23, 1865, there were 222 present for duty, and it surrendered in April. The 
field officers were Colonels D. Wyatt Aiken and Thomas G. Bacon; Lieutenant 
Colonels Elbert Bland, Robert A. Fair, Elijah J. Goggans, and Emmet Seibels; and 
Majors John S. Hard and William C. White. 


On the roster of enlisted soldiers we find Daniel, Eldred, F., MA, Malachi, Wesley, 
William and Wilson Whittle. 


Scratch survived the war and was the first sheriff of Saluda County. This biography by his nephew 
Bill Crouch gives us some insight about his personality.

In the past the Historical Society has received several requests for names of the sheriffs who have served 
Saluda County since its beginning In 1893. The fotlowing is a list of all the men who have served in that capacity over 
the last 118 years. All of them are worthy of note and may be the subject of fisure articles in this newsletter; but one. 
the very first sheriff of Saluda County, was unique in several ways 

Boen in what was then Edgefield County on August 23, 1832, Mahlon A. (Scratch) Whittle was already a 
fairly old man when be took office in 1896, The Whittle homeplace, which is still partially standing, was near what is 
now the Traffic Circle on Highway 378. Sheriff Whittle served the new county for four years from 1896 until 1901 
He died February 7, 1901, and is buried in Travis Park Cemetery 

In the following excerpt from Scraps of Interesting History. B.W. Crouch writes with fondness about his 
friend and co-worker in the brand-new county 

Sheriff Whittle was known and called by all who knew him as “Uncle Scratch” Asked how he got that 
name he would laugh and say, “It’s because I am as ugly as “old scratch." * 

He was a big-hearted old man and allowed himself to be greatly imposed on, especially in time of court. 
He lived with his family in the old jail, and during court week he would make it a free boarding house! 

He and I were great friends and I thought much of him. One day just before the court was to convene he 
appeared in the door to my office and began to sing. “Mighty good livin’ in the clay land” [looked up and 
there he was with a whole hind quarter of a large beef on his shoulder, providing for the throng he knew 
would be at his table the following days!

Catherine and Scratch are both still living with their parents in 1850. The letter from Jennie 
Elizabeth Caughman says she married a "Bodie"as did her sister Jennie, but no first name is 
mentioned. There is a Jacob Boddie on the 1850 SC census. There is a Jacob Boddie, who says he 
was born in Edgefield, SC, on the 1860 census living in Burke County, Georgia, and he is married 
to a Catherine. This is fairly good evidence that Catherine moved to Georgia. There is also a Jacob 
Boddie who fought with the 21st GA Cavalry. This petition to the Edgefield District Court verifies 
that Jacob died during the war and that he and Catherine had no children.

131. Edea "Edy" Whittle (Burris, James Sr., James Jr.) was born in Edgefield County 10 Oct 1812 and died 
there 22 Dec 1885. 


Edy married Nathaniel Burton, Sr. on 22 Dec 1842. He was considerably older than her. Nathaniel 
was born about 1773 and died 4 July 1865. He was first married to Susannah Asbill. They had 11 
children. Susannah died 30 Aug 1841. Nathaniel and both his wives are buried in the Burton 
Family Cemetery, Monetta, SC. 


Their only child Joseph married Mary Bodie, daughter of James C. Bodie and Caroline Asbill 
Bodie in 1866. Joseph and Mary took care of Edy in her old age and lived on the same plantation as 
Nathaniel and Edy. Our thanks to Annette S. Burton who provided this information in a letter to 
"Whittle Family Descendants" on file at the OEDGS office in Edgefield. 


Joseph Burton - born 29 Oct, 1845 and died 18 Apr 1929. This Death 
Certificate verifies his parents. 
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132. Reason Whittle (Burris, James Sr., James Jr.) was born in Edgefield County ca. 1817 and died in 1889 in 
Hillsborough County, Florida. 


There is a good possibility that Reason was named after Reason Gentry who served in the 1st SC 
Militia during the War of 1812 with James Whittle, Jr.. Reason stayed in SC until shortly after his 
first wife, Martha McGraw, died in 1852. Sometime before 1860 he moved to Madison County, 
Florida. The following note about Reason and his friend William Johnson was found on the 
Internet. 
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Notes for WILLIAM LAMAR JOHNSON: 


William L. Johnson had a friend named Reason Whittle. (Sometimes his name was 
recorded as Raison.) He has been identified through census and other records as living 
close to William L. Reason married Martha McGraw, second daughter of Amos 
McGraw on January 28, 1838. I do not know whether they had children, but she died 
rather young, in 1852. 


This was about the time William L. married Sara McGraw. That marriage ended the 
McGraw branch of our family tree. The newlyweds promptly had a daughter whom 
they named Louisa, sometimes referred to as LuAnn. Then William L. and his friend, 
Reason Whittle, decided to move to Florida. I do not know whether Reason's wife, 
Martha, died before they moved. I do know that William L., his wife Sara, and their 
daughter, Louisa, moved to Madison County, FL with Reason Whittle. While there, the 
Johnson's had another child, a son, whom they named John Franklin Johnson. 


William L. and his family lived in Florida only a short while. They moved into 
Washington County, Georgia about 1854/55. Reason Whittle stayed in Florida. In 1857 
he married a widow named Nancy McPherson. He died in Tampa FL in 1880. William 
L. and Sara lived close to Seaborn Johnson and his children near Sandersville, GA. Sara 
gave him five more children, suffered with him throughout the Civil War, and died just 
about the time it ended, in 1865. Two of her sons became well known doctors in middle 
Georgia. 


Martha McGraw was born in 1825 and died in 1852 of unknown causes. She was the daughter of 
Amos McGraw, a lawyer in Edgefield County. One of Amos's other daughters married Amos 
Whittle, son of Willis Whittle. Reason and Martha were married 28 Nov 1838 in Edgefield. On the 
1850 census they list 4 children. James Clayton was their last son born in 1851. 


Elizabeth Whittle - born about 1839. She is not living with Reason in 
Florida on the 1860 census. 


Peter J. Whittle - born about 1845. He is living in Florida in 1860 but 
no other records have been found.

Reason married Nancy Dikes McPherson in Florida on 1 Oct 1857. The marriage can be found on 
Ancestry.com in SC Marriages 1641-1965.

On the 1860 census we find Reason and Nancy with children from her previous marriage and their 
first born Sophronia. On both the 1860 and 1870 census, they are now in Tampa, Hillsborough 
County. 


Sophronia Cornelia Whittle - was born 10 Jun 1860. She is still living 
at home in Florida in 1880. She died 1 Oct 1915. We received 
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information from Craig Dankers of Newnan, GA that Sophronia 


married Alan Andrews and had several children.

In March 1882, Allen Andrews married Cornelia Whit- 
tle daughter of Reason Whittle 1817 -1889; Nancy (Dikes) 
Whittle 1820 - 1894. The Whittles came to Dunedin in 1859 
or 1860. They homesteaded 160 acres of land, a portion of 
which was the Milwaukee Groves and now Dunedin Lake- 
wood Estates and Grove Acres Subdivisions.

Wilson enlisted 17 Mar 1862 in the 7th SC Infantry, Company M as a Private at about age 42. His 
paperwork does not state the cause of death, so we don't know if it was from wounds or disease. In 
this letter Hepsey gives Capt. Jerry Goggins power of attorney to collect $44.06 of Wilson's back 
pay. Notice that the additional witnesses to Wilson's marriage to Hepsey are Alfred and Marshall 
Whittle from the Willis Whittle family. Marshall was home on a 30 day pass from the 19th SC 
Infantry.

There is evidence that a boy named Milton was born in 1846 between Mary Jane and Georgia 
Anna. He is buried in the Whittle family plot and only lived a few months. Hepsey and Wilson are 
buried together in a small family cemetery on their original homestead. 
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135. William Floyd Whittle (Burris, James Sr., James Jr.) was born in Edgefield County about 1824 and 
probably died in Madison County, Florida 12 Dec 1878. 


W. Floyd appears on the 1850 census living between Wesley Whittle, presumably his brother, and 
Joseph Bodie who married Jane Whittle, daughter of Willis Whittle. The census taker records his 
age as 26, so he was born about 1824. He is married to Sophia, believed to be a Prater and the sister 
of Hepsey Prater, wife of Wilson Whittle. Three children are listed: 


Capers Whittle - born about 1845. No records have been found. One 
1351 M_ i Internet comment says he died in the Civil War but this may be 
Capers Whittle Bodie, his cousin.

William Floyd Whittle is not listed in the will of James M. Whittle, Jr. so we can not prove he is his 
son. Was he disinherited? There are several interesting and unanswered questions about the 1850 
census. We have a Capers Bodie and a Capers Whittle that would be 2nd cousins. Floyd and Joseph 
Bodie are separated in age by 18 years, unusual they would both name their sons Capers. Also 
interesting to note that Wilson Whittle named one of his boys William Floyd Whittle. 


If you review the 1860 Edgefield census there are some interesting unaccounted for children. 
Unfortunately we find a lazy census taker who used a lot of initials instead of full names. Who is 
the Milton Whittle living with Sophia Whittle, assumed to be widow of Joseph Whittle because she 
is age 54? If this is Milton Whittle, son of William Floyd and Sophia Prater, it suggests that WF 
might be a son of Joseph Whittle. Who are James P. and Rufus Whittle who are living with the 
older John Whittle? If James P. is the son of WF, this might suggest that WF is a son of John 
Whittle, or are his children just spread around because WF is off to Florida and Sophia Prater is 
dead? Where is W. Floyd Whittle, who would be about 36 years old in 1860? The answer may be 
found in this service record found at the National Archives. 
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On the 1870 Madison County, Florida census we find Wm F. Whittle, age 48, born in SC about 
1822. He is married to a woman named Cartwrak. There is a 21 year old son named Milton born in 
SC. By 1880 Milton A. Whittle is married and still in Madison County, he is also 31 years old as 
we would expect. From this it appears that W. Floyd Whittle moved to Florida before 1870. The 
fate of Sophia is unknown, although Prater Family records say Sophia died in 1862. We will 
however, add the additional children living with Wm F. in the 1870 census. 


William J. Whittle - born about 1862. This is probably Willie J. 
found in the Oak Ridge Cemetery. 


1355 Fv Nancy W. Whittle - born about 1864. We have no further records. 
1356 F vi Catura E. Whittle - born Dec 1869. We have no further records.

On the 1880 Madison County census we find Nancy W. listed as a daughter of Katurah Whittle 
along with 2 other daughters. Are Cartwrak and Katurah the same women? There are now 2 
additional daughters. 


1357 F i DoraR. Whittle - born about 1871. We have no further records. 
1358 F ii Alas F. Whittle - born about 1874. We have no further records. 


There is an enclosed Whittle Family lot located in the Oak Ridge Cemetery in Madison County. It 
has W.F. Whittle, born 22 Jan 1828, died 12 Dec 1878. His DOB is different by 4 years from the 
ages recorded in 1850 and 1870. K.E. Whittle, beloved mother is also there, born 28 May 1828, 
died 13 Sep 1891. This is assumed to be "Katurah" from the 1880 census. From information 
received from Brenda Laney in May of 2010, WF's wife is Kittie Mittura Wright, daughter of Jacob 
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and Nancy Howell Wright from Edgefield County, SC. 


Five additonal graves are in the Whittle lot: Sophia, died age 10; Lenorah H., died 12 May 1856, 
age 8; Martha E., died 14 Jun 1854, age 30 and 2 infant children, one named Willie J. None of 
these names, except Willie J., appear on any census, but all are assumed to be children of WF and 
KE. 


136. Westley Whittle (Burris, James Sr., James Jr.) was born in Edgefield County about 1825 and died in 1862 
in the Confederate General Hospital, Richmond, Virginia. 


Westley was on the roster of the 14th SC Infantry, Company B at the time of his death; however, 
no record of his death has been found at the National Archives. He and his brother Wilson lived 
their last days in the hospital at Richmond. It appears that neither of their widows ever remarried. 


Westley married Hulda Minick. She was born in 1827 and died in 1900. According to information 
found in Book 000, Page 302 (25 Mar 1869), James M. Whittle deeded Hulda 100 acres which was 
their homeplace before Wesley died. The children of their marriage are:

137. Nancy Emeline Whittle (Burris, James Sr., James Jr.) was born in Edgefield County about 1827 and died 
there before 1903. 


Emeline married Milton Ashberry Prater, brother of Hepsey and Sophia Prater. Milton was born in 
1822 and died 5 June 1909. Milton must have been highly respected by his father-in-law. He was 
named as executor of James M. Whittle, Jr.'s Will in 1871. Our thanks to Milton's brother Larkin's 
gge grandson, Wade Prater for this wonderful picture of Milton Ashberry Prater.

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Emeline and Milton had three boys:

On the 1850 census Emeline and Milton are farming in Lexington, SC. In 1856 they moved to 
Alabama. Although some of this information is incorrect, here is what Curtis Thomasson had to say 
about the Prater family. 


Prater brothers settled near Andalusia in 1850s 
By Curtis Thomasson 
The Andalusia Star-News 


The Prater family who lived in Covington County during the mid to late 1800s 
emigrated from South Carolina. At least three brothers, Milton Ashberry, Wesley 
Griffin, and Hezekiah Jr., came to this county during the 1850s. 

These three men were sons of Hezekiah Prater, Sr., a native of Maryland who reared his 
family in South Carolina. Hezekiah, born in 1793, was the son of Zachariah Prather, a 
Revolutionary War Veteran. Hezekiah was married to Ellen Eleanor Hartley, daughter 
of Daniel and Eleanor (Brown) Hartley. 


Hezekiah and Eleanor had the following children: Mahala Emaline, b. 1812, d. 1870; 
Elouisa C. “Larcey,: b. 1816, d. 1880; Sophia, b. 1818, d. 1862; Mackey M, b. 1820; d. 
1865; Milton Ashberry, b. 1822, d. 1909, m. Nancy Emaline Whittle; Hepsabah 
“Hepsey,” b. 1824, d. 1892; Wesley Griffin, b. 1826, d. 1885, m. Elizabeth ?; Hezekiah 
Jr., b. 1827, d. 1863, m. Mary Ann Whittle; Elizabeth Eleanor, b. 1830, d. 1900; Larkin 
Christwell, b. 1832, d. 1864; and Drury A., b. 1835, d. 1862. 


Hezekiah Sr. died in 1850, a few years before three of his sons decided to move west 
into new territory. He was buried in South Carolina where his wife would live an 
additional 21 years. 


The oldest son, Milton Ashberry, was the first Prater to buy public land in Covington 
County. In 1856, he acquired three parcels of land: 41 acres, 160 acres, and 80 acres, all 
near the new little town of Andalusia. 


Milton was married to Nancy Emaline Whittle, daughter of Ambrose and Rebecca 
(Duncan) Whittle. They reared the following three sons: Joab P., b. 1848, d. 1880, m. 
Mary Elizabeth ?; John Drayton, b. 1850, d. 1905, m. Mary R.; and James Franklin 
Monroe, b. 1852, d. 1911, m. (1) Rebecca Adaline Permenter ) (2) Saphronia Ann 
Tanner. It appears that the three children were born before the family left South 
Carolina. 


Milton was apparently listed by error in the 1860 census as William A. Prater. With him 
were his wife, Nancy, and the three sons. He was recorded in the same year as owning 
two slaves. In 1867, an N.A. Prater was listed as being a qualified voter in Beat Number 
One. 


In 1862, an M.A. Prater, was serving as an Adjutant in the 60th Reg’t. (Covington 
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County) 8th. Brigade, 11th. Division, Alabama Militia. Soon after this time, Milton A. 
served with Brown’s Barbierre Battalion of the Alabama Cavalry in the CSA. 
Following the war, he returned to Covington County and was enumerated in the 1870 
census. At some point, he then returned to South Carolina where he died at Batesburg in 
1909. 


The next son, Wesley Griffin, arrived in Covington County circa 1855. He was 
enumerated with his growing family in the 1860 census. He was a farmer at 38 years of 
age living with his wife Elizabeth. They reared the following four children: William B., 
b. 1846; Mary Ellen, b. 1848; James E., b. 1850; and Eller F., b. 1853. 


In 1861, Wesley was serving as an Adjutant for the 60th. Reg’t. (Cov. Co.) 8th. 
Brigade, 11th. Division, Alabama Militia, the same unit as his brother. He soon 
advanced to the rank of Colonel. With the beginning of the war, he enlisted in Co. G, 
12th. Ala Cav. and 1st. Regular Ala. Cav. After the war, he returned to Covington 
County where he received a political appointment. Even though he was loyal to the 
Confederacy until the war’s end, he was regarded locally as having moderate political 
convictions. In 1865, he was appointed by Military Provisional Governor Lewis E. 
Parsons to fill the office of county treasurer. 


Wesley’s public service was short lived because he had moved to DeSoto Parish, La., 
by 1870. However, he deeded his land in Covington County in 1885. 


The other brother who emigrated to Covington County was Hezekiah Prater, Jr. In the 
1860 census, he was listed as a store clerk at 35 years of age and living in the household 
of Isaac Smith. He apparently moved his family down after this date. 


Hezekiah Jr. And his wife, Mary Ann Whittle, sister to his brother’s wife, had the 
following children: Martha Ann, b. 1854, d. 1928; Sumpter Daniel, b. 1857, d. 1939; 
James Hezekiah, b. 1860, d. 1950; Elizabeth Betty, b. 1863, d. 1881; Robert E. Lee, b. 
1866, d. 1926; William Tillman, b. 1869, d. 1870; and Dollie Evangeline, b. 1871, d. 
1958. 


Hezekiah Jr. served as a private in Co. E, 11th. Fla. Inf. of the CSA. Some records 
indicate he died in 1863 in Milton, Fla., while home on sick leave. Other records 
suggest he died circa 1873, and this would seem more likely based on the birth dates of 
his last three children. After his death, his family returned to live with his father-in-law, 
Ambrose Whittle, on Cloud’s Creek west of Batesburg, S.C. 


In the 1870 census, there were at least three Prater households enumerated. One was 
Milton, age 48, and his wife Emaline, age 42, with their son John D., age 20. Another 
was Milton’s son, Joab, age 22, and wife, Elizabeth, age 20, with Milton A., six months. 
A third was Hezekiah Jr.’s son, W.B., age 22, and wife, Henriett, age 18, and daughter, 
Genett T., seven months. 


The family of Milton’s son, James F.M., was not found in the 1870 census for 
Covington County. He was in the county later and died here circa 1911. Actually, he 
died and was buried in Tuscaloosa where he had been committed to Bryce State 
Hospital. 


James F.M.’s descendants were the ones who mostly remained in Covington County.

He and his first wife, Rebecca Adaline Permenter, had the following five children: 
Harvey C., b.1872, d. 1954, m. (1) ? (2) Alice Gibson (3) Wealthy E. Laird; Charles 
Wesley, b. 1875, d. 1966, m. (1) Gussie Hamilton (2) Marandy “Randi” Linzy (3) 
Curtis Lenorah Bell; Wade Hampton, b. 1877, d. 1950, m. Viola Day: James Monroe 
“Buster,” b. 1882, d. 1911; and Emma, b. 1882, d. 1882. At her death, Rebecca was 
buried in the Hatcher Cemetery at Freeport. 


James and his second wife, Saphronia Ann Tanner, had at least four children: Emmie, b. 
1889, d. 1967, m. Emanuel M. Butler; Ella May, b. 1892; Jesse W., b. 1895, d. 1951, m. 
Adell Ridlehoover; Laura, b. 1898, d. 1981, m. (1) James I. Dillard (2) Guy Cowen; and 
Ida Belle, b. 1902, d. 1983, m. Arthur Irwin Day. At her death, Saphronia was buried in 
the Mason Cemetery in Dixie (Alabama). 


Among the Prater descendants researching their family’s ancestry is Greg Wood of 
Alabaster.

Emeline and Milton probably returned to Edgefield about the time James M. Whittle, Jr. died and 
they are found on the 1880 census with a grandson named Charles, born in Florida. Is Charles the 
son of James F.M. Prater, mentioned by Curtis Thomasson above; if so, why is he living in South 
Carolina when the rest of the family is in Alabama? 


138. Emanual M. Whittle (Burris, James Sr., James Jr.) was born in Edgefield County in 1830 and died 22 Feb 
1863 at Chattanooga, Tennessee. 


Emanuel is listed in the household of his parents on the 1850 census. He apparently followed his 
older brother Reason to Madison County, Florida as there are land records on file in Tallahassee by 
1856. We assume that he was single at the time of his death from disease during the war. Here is 
his service record: 


Enlisted as a Private on 28 March 1861 

Enlisted in Company F, 1st Infantry Regiment Florida on 05 April 1861. 
Transfered on 28 January 1862 from company F to company H 

Mustered out Company F, 1st Infantry Regiment Florida on 06 April 1862 


Enlisted in Company G, 3rd Infantry Regiment Florida on 12 May 1862. 
Died of disease Company G, 3rd Infantry Regiment Florida on 22 February 1863 
in Chattanooga, TN 


139. Malachi A. Whittle (Burris, James Sr., James Jr.) was born in Edgefield County Aug 1832 and died there 
in Nov 1908. 


Malachi enlisted as a private in Company M and ended the war in Company C of the 7th SC 
Infantry under Capt. A.P. Bouknight. He was wounded at Frazier's Farm. Unlike his 3 brothers, 
Emanuel, Wesley and Wilson, he survived and returned to Edgefield County when the war ended.

Jan 1896. Both are buried in Thrailkill Cemetery off Padgett Pond Road in Monetta, Saluda 
County, SC. 


The children of their marriage are:

James Whittle Thrailkill was born 26 Mar 1856 and died 4 Nov 1930.

McNath "McKnight" was living in Lexington, SC on the 1850 census, probably in a Baptist 
seminary. McNath was the administrator of his father's estate in 1853. By 1860 McNath has moved 
to Dyersburg, TN and is a Baptist minister. On 3 Jan 1863, he married Mary Ford. Mary was born 3 
Aug 1830 and died 2 Dec 1925, age 93. The children of their marriage are: 


Alice Whittle was born 8 Sep 1865 and died 4 Apr 1902. She is still 
1411 F i living with her mother on the 1900 census, so it is likely that she 
never married. 


Thomas F. Whittle was born Aug 1868 and died 28 May 1881, age 
1412 M 
12 years and 9 months. 
This biographical sketch of James L. Hicks implies that McNath and Mary had other children to 
raise as well as their own. 


The census of 1830 in Charlotte County, Virginia, lists my grandmother, Sarah A Ford 
born in 1823, living with her parents, Deveveaux M. Ford, b. 1796 and Amy W, Dupree 
b. 1801. Also my great-great-grandmother Sallie Ford, b. in 1777, was listed as living in 
their home in Culpepper, VA. 


Sarah A. Ford was married in 1839 to my grandfather, James L. Hicks born in 1819. 
James' parents John, 1787-1840, and Jane Hicks 1794-1840 lived in Henderson County, 
Kentucky when James was born. John & Jane Hicks are buried in a small private 
cemetery in Henderson, Kentucky. 
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James L. and Sarah Hicks had seven children but only three lived during the years of 
their marriage. Elizabeth V. b 1841, Mary Teressa b 1853 and Henry Thomas b in 1855. 
In 1859 when Henry Thomas was 4 years old, Sarah died suddenly. These three 
children were brought by their father to Tennessee to live with Sarah Hicks' sister, Mary 
Whittle and her husband, McKnight Whittle, who was a Baptist Preacher. James L. 
Hicks returned to Kentucky where he died in 1863. Aunt Mary Whittle reared my father 
and his sisters. They lived on farm land where Antioch Baptist Church is located in the 
Tibbs Community. The Whittle family gave the land for Anitoch Church to be built. 


Mary Teressa, known as Aunt Mollie married John Woody Allen while Elizabeth , Aunt 
Lizzie, taught school, married Jefferson Lane and left no heirs when she died in 1934. 


Henry T. Hicks married Mary Alice Byars, daughter of Tom Westly Byars on 4-3-1876. 
They purchased land in the Tibbs Community and built their home there. Henry T, and 
Mary Alice Hicks had four sons; James Westley, 1878-1900, Egbert Ezell, 1881-1980, 
Henry DeWoody, 1883-1937, Lawrence Edward, 1886-1901. Mary Alice died in 1889 
and is buried in the Hicks Family Cemetery located on the Mary Dixon Road in the 
Tibbs Community near Antioch Church. 


After Mary Alice's death, Henry married Minnie Bell Walls, 5-4-1876-4-9-1924, 
daughter of W.H. and Alpha Walls. Henry Thomas Hicks died in 1916 and Minnie 
Hicks died in 1924. Both are buried in the Hick's Cemetery in Tibbs Community. 


Henry T. and Minnie Hicks had children who were reared and lived all their young lives 
in Haywood County. These are William Devereux, 1892-1962. Thomas Jefferson 1893- 
1942; John D 1896-1918; Edgar Lean, 1898-1946; Ivan Herman, 1899-1975; Julius 
Ulysses, 1901-1985; Sarah Ann, 1903-1974; Mary Pauline 1905-1983; Dupree, 1907- 
1907; Alpha Elizabeth 1910, and Minnie 1912. 


Elizabeth Hicks married Louis Taylor in 1928 and they continue to live in the 
Tabernacle Community.

William served the 
Confederacy in the 7th SC Infantry, Company C and E. He returned to Edgefield after the war and 
continued raising his family. 


Bethany and William lived on Padgett Pond Road in Monetta, SC. On the 1870 census, Bethany's 
mother Nancy, age 75, is living with them.

144. Agrippa Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Elijah) was born in Edgefield County in 1831 and died in Savannah, 
GA 13 Nov 1872. 


"Ayrippa" is the name that was translated from the 1850 census. Because of the use of initials on 
the 1860 census, it is not possible to verify this spelling again and there are no initials beginning 
with A. Thanks to some excellent detective work done by Brenda Laney, there is evidence that 
Agrippa may have moved to Florida about 1858. 
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A.G. and Mary Whittle, both age 22 and born in South Carolina, appear on the 1860 census in 
Archer, Alachua County, FL. In the mid 1850s, a small settlement called Deer Hammock was 
established as a possible town along the proposed Florida Railroad line. In 1858, the town, then 
called Archer after Florida's first secretary of state, James T. Archer, was laid out. David Yulee 
built a plantation here which hosted the Confederate "Gold Train" in 1865. A.G.'s occupation is 
shoemaker and they have 3 children. Next door to them is William, age 17 and Mary, age 16, 
McClendon. The census taker visited all of them on 13 July 1860. 


Brenda also made this observation. "The Mt Willing census was done on 31 Aug, a month and a 
half after the Florida census. Living on one side of William and Bethany Whittle is Sophia Whittle 
and her daughter, Julia McClendon. On the other side of them is William and Mary McClendon. I 
believe these are the same people as found on the Florida census." This would also suggest that 
these "cousins" may have been good friends as well. 


Agrippa must have learned the carpender trade when he wasn't repairing shoes in Florida. On the 
1870 census we find A. Wittel, occupation carpender, and Mary and Lizzie, living in Savannah, 
Chatham County, GA. All are about the correct age and born in South Carolina. 


Agrippa and his two sons rest in peace at Laurel Grove Cemetery in Savannah.

145. Elvanus Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Elijah) was born in Edgefield County about 1836 and died at the siege 
of Petersburg, VA on 17 Jun 1864. 


"Avanis" is the name that was translated from the 1850 census. Because of the use of initials on the 
1860 census, it is next to impossible to verify Avanis. Searching on A Whittle produces no 
candidates. Searching on E Whittle finds 2 age 25 year old males, one of them is married to an E 
Whittle and they have a 3 year old son named Elbert. Elizabeth Whittle is listed on the 1870 census, 
living with Louiza Davis. She has a 12 year old son named Elbert. It seems very likely that this is 
the same familiy from 1860. On the 1900 census Elizabeth, mother-in-law, lives with Rufus and 
Elvania Bush in Augusta, GA. She tells the census taker that she bore 5 childen, only one still 
living. 


Elvanus and Elizabeth (believed to be Jones) had the following children: 


Elbert Whittle was born about 1858. The only Elbert located on any 
census after 1870 that seems to fit the bill is an Elbert E. Whittle 

1451 M_ i listed as proprietor of a lodging house in Phoenix, AZ on the 1910 
census. He says he and his parents were born in SC. Elbert also says 
he is married but no family members are listed.

22nd Regiment, South Carolina Infantry 


22nd Infantry Regiment was organized and mustered into Confederate service in 
December, 1861. Some of its members were recruited in Oconee and Edgefield 
counties. After serving in South Carolina, the unit was sent to Virginia and assigned to 
General Evans’, Elliot's, and Wallace's Brigade. 


It was active at Second Manassas, South Mountain, and Sharpsburg before being 
ordered to North Carolina and later Mississippi. The 22nd was engaged at Jackson, 
moved to Charleston, and in the spring of 1864 returned to Virginia. It participated in 
the Petersburg siege south and north of the James River and saw action around 
Appomattox. The unit reported 18 casualties at Secessionville, 17 at Rappahannock 
Station, and 84 during the Maryland Campaign. In October, 1863, it contained 360 
effectives, and there were 216 killed or wounded at the Petersburg mine explosion. 
Many were disabled at Sayler's Creek. 


On April 9, 1865, it surrendered 11 officers and 77 men. The field officers were 
Colonels Joseph Abney, William G. Burt, Olin M. Dantzler, David G. Fleming, and 
Spartan D. Goodlett; Lieutenant Colonels James O'Connell and Thomas C. Watkins; 
and Majors Miel Hilton, and James N. Shedd, and James M. Stewart.

171. Julia Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Joseph) was born in Edgefield County in 1830 and died there before 1874. 


Julia is living with her mother, Sophia, in the 1860 census and her married name is McClendon. In 
the 1870 census Julia is married to David McGhee who is 25 years older than she is. There are 6 
children in their household, most of whom are assumed to be from David's first marriage. Julia died 
by the time her mother's estate was probated in 1874 but Hannah McGhee is named in the estate as 
her only daughter. On the 1880 census Hannah is listed as the niece of Permilia Whittle. 


172. Arren "Arn" Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Joseph) was born in Edgefield County in 1831 and died after 1874 
probably in AL. 


"Arn" is on the 1850 census, age 19, living with his mother. "Arren" is listed in Hezekiah's petition 
for his mother's estate settlement and according to it, he was living in Alabama in 1874. Although 
there is no proof, Brenda Laney provided the following information from her research. 


Oren Whittle is found on the 1860 census in Burnt Corn, Monroe County, AL, age 48. He is 
married to Mary, presumable Williams, if the Hope Williams living with them is her father. Aaron 
Whittle is found on the 1870 census in Dennards Bluff, Monroe County, AL, age 50. He is married 
to Polly and they have a 6 year old daughter named Garada. Neither age matches with Arn nor do 
they confirm Oren and Aaron are the same people; however, we have not found any other Whittle 
families with either an Oren or an Aaron and he does state that he was born in SC. No record of 
military service has been found in the National Archives. 


173. Elly Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Joseph) was born in Edgefield County in 1833 and died 20 Sep 1863 at 
Chickamauga, TN. 


It has been published that Elly married Emaline Sawyer. There is an Emaline Sawyer in 1850 that 


would be the right age. A Confederate record also shows Emaline as his wife. Elly Whittle is on the 
roster of the 22nd Alabama Infantry, Company K.

22nd Regiment, Alabama Infantry 


22nd Infantry Regiment completed its organization at Montogmery, Alabama, in 
November, 1861, then moved to Mobile. Its companies were raised in the counties of 
Walker, Clarke, Cherokee, Mobile, Pike, Choctaw, Montgomery, Calhoun, and 
Randolph. 


The unit suffered severe losses at Shiloh under General Gladden, then saw action in 
Bragg's Kentucky Campaign under General Gardner. Later the 22nd was attached to 
Deas’, G.D. Johnston's, and Brantley's Brigade, Army of Tennessee. 


It fought in many conflicts from Murfreesboro to Atlanta, was part of General Hood's 
winter operations in Tennessee, and ended the war in North Carolina. After the Battle of 
Shiloh, the regiment reported only 123 men fit for duty. It sustained 94 casualties at 
Murfreesboro, and lost fifty-three percent of the 371 engaged at Chickamauga. 


In December, 1863, it totalled 272 men and 171 arms. It reported 5 killed and 35 
wounded in the fight at Ezra Church; many were also disabled at Franklin and 
Nashville. 


The regiment was included in the surrender on April 26, 1865. Its field officers were 
Colonels Zach C. Deas, B.R. Hart, John C. Marrast, and Harry T. Houlmin; Lieutenant 
Colonels E. Herbert Armistead, Napoleon B. Rouse, and John Weedon; and Majors 
Robert B. Armistead, Robert Donnell, and T.M. Prince. 
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According to the probate of Elly's mother Sophia's estate in 1874, she left their 3 children in 
Alabama a small inheritance. Since Ruben and Martha are living alone in the 1880 census, and 
there wasn't an Emaline Whittle, their mother must have died prior to 1880. 


Sophia Whittle was born in 1859. It has been published that she 
1731 F i married Ira Feaster, moved to Alabama and then on to Texas. This 
has not been verified.

Martha Whittle was born in 1864. On the 1880 census, she is living

174. Eldred Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Joseph) was born in Edgefield County in 1835 and died before 1870. 


Eldred married Harriett Elizabeth Massey, 1 Dec 1859. On the 1870 census two of their children, 
Lucy, age 10, and Nancy, age 8, are living apparently with their grandmother, Harriet Massey. This 
would indicate that both Eldred and Harriet were dead by 1870. 


Eldred served in both the 2nd SC Artillery, Company K and the 7th SC Infantry, Company E. He 
was medically discharged from a Richmond hospital on 25 Sep 1861. His fate after discharge is 
unknown.

2nd Regiment, South Carolina Artillery 


The 2nd Heavy Artillery Regiment was organized at Charleston, South Carolina, during 
the spring of 1862 using the 2nd South Carolina Artillery Battalion as its nucleus. Many 
of the men were recruited in the counties of Sumter, Darlington, and Charleston. 


Attached to the Department of South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida, the unit served at 
the forts and batteries around Charleston. In 1865 it was converted to infantry and, 
assigned to General Elliott's Brigade, took part in the North Carolina Campaign. 


During the operations on Morris Island, July 10 to September 6, 1863, the regiment lost 
2 killed, 15 wounded, and 1 missing. 


It surrendered with the Army of Tennessee. The field officers were Colonels A.D. 
Frederick and Thomas G. Lamar, Lieutenant Colonel J. Welsman Brown, and Major 
F.F, Warley. 


The children attributed to his marriage, all 4 of which are confirmed by Sophia Whittle's probate, 
but only 3 by name:

Lucretia "Lucy" Whittle - born in 1860. She is on the 1880 census 
1742 F ii with her sister Nancy Elizabeth living in the household of Nancy 
Massey. Lucy married James Humphries. 
Nancy Elizabeth Whittle - born 10 Jul 1863 and died 22 May 1927 in 
Rock Hill, SC. We have no marriage record but on the 1900 census 
she said widowed. She lives with her cousin Robert Massey from 
1900 through 1920.

175. Permelia Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Joseph) was born in Edgefield County in 1837 and died there in 1925. 
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Permelia was still living at home in the 1870 census. In 1880 Permelia has her sister Julia's 
daughter Hannah. On the 1920 census, Permelia, age 89, is listed as the great aunt of James C. 
Anderson. We presume she never married. 


176. Hezekiah K. Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Joseph) was born in Edgefield County 15 Oct 1841 and died 25 
Mar 1922 in Emanuel County, GA. Both he and his wife Nancy Ann Harris are buried at Dean Swamp Baptist 
Cemetery in Springfield, Orangeburg County, SC. 


Hezekiah was in the 14th SC Infantry, Company B. He was captured at Hagerstown, MD during 
the Battle of Antietam and spent considerable time as a prisoner. He was paroled at Augusta, GA.

14th Regiment, South Carolina Infantry 


14th Infantry Regiment, organized in July, 1861, at Lightwoodknot Springs, near 
Columbia, South Carolina, contained men from Edgefield, Darlington, Laurens, 
Greenville, Spartanburg, and Kershaw counties. 


In October the unit moved to the South Carolina coast near Pocotaligo, and on Janury 1, 
1862, it was under fire from Federal gunboats. Ordered to Virginia in April, the 14th 
was assigned to General Gregg's and McGowan's Brigade. 


It fought in the arduous campaigns of the army from the Seven Days' Battles to Cold 
Harbor, was involved in the Petersburg siege north and south of the James River, and 
ended the war at Appomattox. 


This regiment lost forty-two percent of the 500 engaged at Gaines' Mill, had 8 killed 
and 57 wounded at Second Manassas, and had 10 killed and 45 wounded at 
Shepherdstown. It sustained 145 casualties at Chancellorsville, 209 of the 428 at 
Gettysburg, 85 at The Wilderness, 72 at Spotsylvania, 52 from May 12 to July 1, 1864, 
77 at Deep Bottom, 24 at Fussellgs Mill, and 35 at Poplar Springs Church. 


The unit surrendered with 18 officers and 246 men. Its commanders were Colonels 
Joseph N. Brown, James Jones, Samuel McGowan, Abner M. Perrin; Lieutenant 
Colonels Edward Croft and William D. Simpson; and Majors William J. Carter and 
Henry H. Harper. 
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On the enlisted soldiers roster we find Ambrose C., Hezekiah, Ira, Jacob M., Jesse, Joel, 
John, M.M., Malachi and Thomas Whittle. 


Hezekiah returned to Edgefield and married Nancy Ann Harris. Nancy was born 27 Apr 1844 and 
died 14 Dec 1906. On the 1900 census, Nancy said she had four children, three still living: 


Lula Ann Whittle was born in 22 Sep 1868 and died 16 May 1934. 
She married Andrew Patrick Fanning in 1890. They had 8 children, 5 
of which survived by 1910. Sometime before 1920 they moved to 
Emanuel, GA. Both Lula and Andrew are buried in Orangeburg, SC.

177. Milton W. Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Joseph?) was born in Edgefield County 4 Jul 1850 and died there 16 
Jan 1902. 


Milton, age 7, first appears on the 1860 census living with Sophia Whittle. He was born at least 5 
years after the death of Joseph Whittle, so it is not likely he is a child of their marriage. He is still 
living with Sophia, at age 17, on the 1870 census. He married Elizabeth Gillion and they can be 
found living in Norris Township next door to Permelia Whittle in 1880. On the 1900 census 
Elizabeth said she had 9 children, 8 still living. The fact that one of their daughters is named Sophia 
would suggest that Milton's mother was Sophia Reynolds Whittle. On the other hand, there is no 
mention of him in Sophia's estate settlement. Milton, Elizabeth and Permelia can be found at the

Dec 1877. 


Hartwell is named as executor of his grandmother Lucretia's estate in 1854. He served the 
Confederacy in the 1st SC Infantry, Company K, but not for long as stated in this letter supporting 
his discharge.

1st Regiment, South Carolina Infantry (McCreary's) (1st Provisional Army) 
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1st Infantry Regiment, Provisional Army completed its organization at Richmond, 
Virginia, in August, 1861. Most of the officers and men had served in the 1st South 
Carolina Volunteers, a six-month command, which was mustered out of service in late 
July. The men were from Charleston and Columbia, and the counties of Darlington, 
Marrion, Horry, Aiken, and Florence. 


Assigned to General Gregg's and McGowan's Brigade, the unit fought with the Army of 
Northern Virginia from the Seven Days' Battles to Cold Harbor. It was then involved in 
the difficult Petersburg siege north and south of the James River and the Appomattox 
Campaign. 


This regiment lost 20 killed and 133 wounded during the Seven Days' Battles, had fifty- 
three percent disabled of the 283 engaged at Second Manassas and Ox Hill, and had 4 
killed and 30 wounded at Sharpsburg. It sustained 73 casualties at Fredericksburg and 
104 at Chancellorsville, then lost thirty-four percent of the 328 at Gettysburg. There 
were 16 killed, 114 wounded, and 7 missing at The Wilderness, and 19 killed, 51 
wounded, and 9 missing at Spotsylvania. 


On April 9, 1865, it surrendered with 18 officers and 101 men. The field officers were 
Colonels Maxey Gregg, Daniel H. Hamilton, and Charles W. McCreary; Lieutenant 
Colonels T. Pinckney Alston, Andrew P. Butler, Edward McCrady, Jr., Washington P. 
Shooter, and Augustus M. Smith; and Major Edward D. Brailsford. 


Hartwell married Edna Ellen Watson, daughter of Amos Watson and Mary Webb, on 22 Oct 1846. 
Edna was born Mar 1832 and died 3 Nov 1918. The 1870 census lists two complete families of 
Hartwell Whittles. Hartwell Jr. would only have been 6 years old. The first Hartwell was indexed 
30 July 1870, the other 20 Aug 1870. Although there are similar names in both families, they are by 
no means the same families. The 1st Hartwell is age 48, a logical progression from 1850. The 2nd 
Hartwell is age 35, 13 years younger than the 1st Hartwell. Both are married to Edna's. This makes 
it difficult to determine who Hartwell and Edna's children are, particularly since the 2nd Hartwell is 
gone by 1880. On the 1900 census, Edna said she had 12 children, 8 still living. If so, one of the 
following children is not correct: 


Sarah Celemly Whittle was born in 1848. She married Daniel 
Wesley McGee. He was born in 1847 and died in 1932.

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Ida's great granddaughter, Cheryl Girard, has this to say about what 
her family always said about Ida. 


"T just know that everyone that knew them (Ida and WJ) says Ida was 
a short, redheaded Irishwoman, proud of her heritage. I inherited her 
shortness. argh! 


I think that the only things that the descendant of John Willie Asbill 
and I have agreed on so far is there is concrete proof that his full 
name was actually William Jarvis Asbill, that his family thought his 
name was "Willie Jarvis" but called him Jarvis, that he had a son and 
grandson named William Jarvis after him, that he also married one of 
Wm Manchester Whittle's daughters, and that he lived in the same 
area as the rest of Aaron and Elizabeths family in the same date 
range. 


At this time I think he was the "Willie" son in the 1870 census and 
her John Willie was the "John", and was probably 12 year old Ida 
Asbill's brother. Granddaughter Ida Asbill was living with Elizabeth 
at that time. Her mother had died a few years before this census, but a 
couple of years after the 1860 census.

She thinks it's more likely that William Jarvis was the son of Hill, son 
of Jarvis, (because he has the name Jarvis in his name ) and thinks the 
census taker made a mistake and called John Willie a 12 year old 
Willie AND 10 year old John. (split one son into 2 with different 
ages?) Or that John is just an unknown person who disappears after 
that census? Either way, he wouldn't be a Jr and his birthdate was 
definitely before 1870. On one census they list him as being that 
young. On the same census they list Ida as being 10-11 years 
younger, too. 


Taking into account the rest of the census reports, and my mothers 
memories of her grandad, plus knowing Ida's real age, he would have 
been born in the late 1850's. It looks like he split apart from the rest 
of the family after his mothers death. My mom doesnt know why, she 
just knows that she never knew any of her grandads extended family, 
and he never would speak of them. I think thats sad. 


She also remembers how sad he was after Ida was gone, and would 
hold her and cry and tell her how much like his Ida she was. He really 
missed her. She was his life. I think that thats why I want his rightful 
place to be found in history. My mom made him a real person to me, 
and not just a name in my past. I also know that there was a lawsuit 
by Abner and Elizabeth's children against each other over their 
deceased fathers land.

186. Meady Whittle (Burris, James Sr., John) was born in Edgefield County in 1838 and probably died about 
1862. 
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Meady is on the 1850 census living at home. His name is "Meda" on the 1860 census and he is 
married to Ellen Floyd, age 21. There is a M. M. Whittle that served in the 19th Regiment, 
Company F who is listed in Chapman's History of Edgefield. The report says that he left camp 1 
Dec 1861 "too sick to return in time". We assume however, that M.M. is Marshall M. Whittle, son 
of Alfred Whittle. 


There is an Ellen Whittle on the 1870 census, age 31, who has a son named Luther. She is a 
cottonmill worker living in the household of William and Melvina Floyd. She and Luther are living 
in the household of Gary and and Elizabeth Floyd in 1880 and she claims to be a widow. 


The evidence does seem to be that Luther is his only son and that Ellen never remarried. Ellen 
Whittle is living with her son Luther in the 1900 census.

187. Phoebe Whittle (Burris, James Sr., John) was born in Edgefield County in 1839. 


Phoebe is the name found on the 1850 census. On the 1860 "Sarah" and Edney Whittle are living in 
the household of Jacob Shirey. John Whittle was alive in 1860, so it is possible that these 2 children 
are not his. There is a 2 year difference in age between Phoebe and Sarah which makes it difficult 
to assume they are one and the same. Sarah could be Seaborn by mistake. Edney's age however 
does match. We have no other information about Phoebe. 


188. Seaborn Whittle (Burris, James Sr., John) was born in Edgefield County in 1841 and probably died before 
1910. 


Seaborn is found on the 1870 and 1880 census married to Lucretia Rodgers, daughter of Francis 
"Frank" M. Rodgers and Jane Boddie Rodgers. For folks looking for information about the 
Edgefield Rodgers family we highly recommend visiting

On the 1880 SC census he is listed with his wife Amanda Walker (verified on 
his son John W's death certificate) and their two children. We have no confirmed information after

There is a Private Wade Whittle on the roster of the 2nd 
Regiment, Alabama Cavalry. He is likely Maston's son. He was captured at the end of the war. 
Wade is not found after 1880 and apparently he never married. He may have moved to Texas with 
his sisters and died prior to 1900.

2nd Regiment, Alabama Cavalry 


2nd Cavalry Regiment was organized during May, 1862, at Montgomery, Alabama. Its 
companies were from the counties of Calhoun, Shelby, Greene, Montgomery, 
Tuscaloosa, Butler, Coosa, Monroe, and Dallas. 


The regiment operated for a time in Florida, then skirmished in Mississippi under 
General Ruggles before being assigned to Ferguson's Brigade. Under this command it 
was active in the Atlanta Campaign, the defense of Savannah, and the campaign of the 
Carolinas. Later the 2nd Cavalry formed part of President Davis' escort when he moved 
southward during the last days of the war. 


It surrendered at Forsyth, Georgia, in May, 1865, with about 450 officers and men. Its 
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commanders were Colonels John N. Carpenter, R.G. Earle, and F.W. Hunter; 
Lieutenant Colonels James Cunningham, Josiah J. Pegues, and John P. West; and 


Majors Richard W. Carter and Leroy Napier. 


2111. Elizabeth R. Whittle (Burris, James Sr., Maston) was born 19 May 1849 in Barbour County, AL and died 


11 Aug 1885 in Butler County, AL (dates not verified). 


There are reports on Ancestry.com that Elizabeth married Elias Yancy McQueen on 9 Jan 1871. E. 
Yancy McQueen and his wife Elizabeth are found on the 1870 census with their 5 children.

On the 1850 census, we find the two Norris boys and three children from her marriage to Henry. 
Her sister Mary Ann is also living with them, not with her father James C. Sometime before 1860, 
Henry and Nancy pull up stakes and move to Lafayette County, Florida. Henry was a Private in the 
1st Battalion, Florida Special Cavalry and experienced the following action: 


1st Battalion, Florida Special Cavalry 


1st Special Infantry Battalion, originally mustered as artillery, was organized during the 
fall of 1861 with six companies which totalled 577 officers and men. The unit served in 
Florida, Georiga, and in the Charleston area before fighting at Olustee in February, 
1864. During June it moved to Virginia and became part of the 10th Florida Infantry 
Regiment. 


Lieutenant Colonels Daniel P. Holland and Charles F. Hopkins and Major William W. 
Scott were in command. 


Henry may have died during the war. Nancy is living alone in Cedar Key, Florida on the 1870 
census. She is indexed under the name "Racker". From the 1850 and 1860 census, the children of 
Nancy Whittle Norris Rucker are:

"We know that Stancil (Stancel, Stansil, Stansel, Stansell) L. Whittle was born in South Carolina 
about 1816 (the present grave marker has 1809) by the fact that the census records of 1850-1880 all 
have that as his place of birth. The 1900 census record has Georgia instead, but the information 
must have been given by someone else, who perhaps remembered that he once lived in that state. 
Other than census records, the principal document for Stancil’s descent is a form letter filled in by a 
grandson of Ambrose and Rebecca Whittle, Chesley Whittle, Jr., then living in Fort Payne, 
Alabama, and returned to W. O. Whittle in Tennessee. Chesley heads the list of his father’s 
brothers with Stancil, who apparently was the first born son."

"Stancil appears on record along with his wife, Sarah, in 1842 in Sumter County, Georgia, where 
they are members of Friendship Baptist Church, 13 miles from Americus. Census records suggest 
that Martha and perhaps William may have been born of this marriage, although they are usually 
assigned to Mary, the wife with whom he was living by 1850 in Cherokee County, Alabama, Sarah 
apparently having died. Mary and John are born of this second marriage. During his long lifetime 
Stancil would have three wives." 


"NOTE: The Cherokee County Courthouse was destroyed twice by fire, in 1882 and again in 1895. 
This and similar factors may explain why there are so few records extant for some of the daughters 
and sons of Stancil. Most dates have been derived from census records and tombstones."

"Stancil, always listed as a farmer, and Lucinda buy and sell land, in nearby DeKalb County, 
during these years. The Huntsville Land Office issued a patent to Stancil for 120 acres as late as 2

John and his wife Belinda are on both the 1850 and 1860 census in Edgefield County. By the 
beginning of the Civil War they had 8 children. Belinda was born in 1820 and probably died about 
1864. John has not been found on any 1870 census. 


On the 1880 census, a John B. Whittle shows up living in Bowie County, Texas. He states he was 
born in South Carolina and his son A.J. from the 1860 SC census is the same age as Andrew 
Jackson Whittle. He further states that both his sons were born in SC. Thanks to our chief Texas 
researcher, Glen Collier, we finally have some proof. In an article published by the Red River 
County Historical Society in 1986, there is a biographical sketch for Andrew Jackson Whittle. It 
says that he is the son of John and Belinda Whittle of Edgefield County, Ridge, SC. 


By 1880, John has married a young widow named Martha A. Shaw. Her 2 children are listed as 
step daughters. A new family is in the making for John B and Martha. Courtesy of Granville and 
Patricia Murphy we have the following information about Martha Rodgers Shaw Whittle Phillips. 


Martha Ann Rodgers was born in Texas, August, 1853 to James W Rodgers and 
unknown mother. Her father and stepmother and probably her mother, along with 
several siblings and other relatives are buried in Old Union Cemetery, Bowie County, 
Texas. There the name is spelled "Rogers", without a '"D" although every historical 
document on any of these people does have Rodgers spelled with a "D". 


Martha married a Mr. Shaw in Bowie County, Texas sometime after the 1870 US 
Census. We think it was Charles Shaw who was an older widowed man with several 
children. Martha Rodgers and Mr. Shaw had two girls born in Bowie County, Texas, 
Susan Payne Shaw, born 12-31-1872 (FAG# 5651589) and Mary Shaw, born 8-8 1875 
(FAG# 20899511). 


After Mr. Shaw died, late 1870's, Martha married John Berry Whittle in Bowie County, 
Texas. He also was widowed with several children. Martha and John Whittle had four 
surviving children, all born in Bowie County, Texas. Mark Whittle, son, born Jan. 1881; 
Maxie N Whittle, dau, born July 29, 1885; Lou Onie Whittle, dau, born Feb. 1888 and 
Benjamin Buel Whittle, son, born May 28, 1893. 


She was located in the 1910 US Census in Jefferson County, Oklahoma with her son 
Buel B Whittle, under the name, Martha A "Philips" living with her step-son and 
family. In June, 1917, she was living with her son Buel and his wife in Talala, Rogers 
Co. OK. according to his WW I Registration. There is a letter from her grandaughter, 
Myrtle May, stating that Martha died there (14 Aug 1917) after falling and breaking a 
hip.

Wesley is harder to find than his brother Chesley. He is listed on the 1850 census still living at 
home with his father Ambrose and he is verified by the letter from Chesley, Jr. There is a Wesley 
Whittle on the 1870 census living in Meriwether County, GA who said he was born in GA not SC. 
He is the correct age and the following information about the 28th GA Infantry seems to confirm 
his whereabouts before 1865. He was a POW at Fort Delaware, either escaped or was paroled and 
then wounded at the siege of Petersburg.

This company moved from Wilmington, North Carolina, to Charleston, South Carolina, 
August 1862. A portion of it was on duty at Fort Sumter, and the remainder at Battery 
Wagner, Morris Island, South Carolina. 


Whittle, Wesley - Private - September 10, 1861. Wounded in head and left hand, date 
and place not given. Pension records show he surrendered, Greensboro, North Carolina, 
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April 26, 1865. (Born in Edgefield District, South Carolina, April 18, 1832.) 


Wesley married Nancy (unknown) and 4 children are listed on the 1870 census:

78. Emanuel W. Whittle (Burris, Joseph, Ambrose) was born in Edgefield County in 1835 and died in Augusta, 
GA after 1910. 


According to Sheriff Mark Gary Whittle, Emanuel was "very rich in land and slaves and inherited 
from his father". No one has been able to find the will of Ambrose Whittle so we can't confirm this. 


Emanuel is on the roster of the 2nd SC Cavalry, Company I. Ironically, this cavalry unit was led by 
Matthew C. Butler reminiscent of revolutionary times and Burris Whittle. 


Emanuel married Sardelia "Sardie", possibly Reynolds, the daughter of Wiley Reynolds but not 
proven. Sardie was born in 1835 and died in 1899. She is buried on a mound in the woods just off 
Goff Road in Batesburg. After she died Emanuel must have sold his property and moved to 
Augusta. On the list prepared by Joe M. Whittle, he mentions a daughter Maggie in addition to 
Savannah and Georgia, perhaps it is Dorothy. 


Georgianna Whittle was born in 1857 and died in 1906. She married 
Yancey Bunyan Watson, born 1849, died 1928.

Hezekiah Jr. served as a 
private in Co. E, 11th. Fla. Inf. of the CSA. James Hezekiah Prater died in 1863. After he died, his 
widow Mary Ann moved back to live with her father Ambrose Whittle, on Cloud’s Creek west of 

Batesburg, SC.

More likely he is the 
first son of Ambrose Whittle, therefore his grandfather was Reverend John Whittle. Augustus can 
not be found on the 1850 census but it is possible he was in Gadsden County, Florida with his 
brother Jack. If the AF Whittle in Butler County, Alabama on the 1860 census is Augustus, he says 
that his first son was born in Florida. Unfortunately we only have initials recorded by the census 


taker. 


Augustus F. Whittle served the Confederacy in the 61st Alabama Infantry, Company D. He was 


recruited in Butler County.

Researcher, Brenda Laney, has found a John "Whille" born in GA with 3 sons born in FL living 
with a Cash family on the 1870 census. Ages and names are close enough to assume this is him 
since Virginia Rodgers died in 1856. On the 1880 census he is living with his sister Rebecca E. 
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Brown and her daughter Sarah. It is also interesting to note that both of them said their parents were 
born in SC. This helps support the 1790 SC census where Rev. John lists 1 son and 1 daughter, This 
may prove that Ambrose and Sarah were both born in SC by the time of the 1790 census (extended 
to 1792 for South Carolina) before Rev. John left SC. 


Jack's 2nd marrage was M. Rebecca Mayton on 7 June 1887. She was born in Florida in 1848 and 
died 12 Mar 1916. This pension application verifies this.

257. Quintillian Durke "Quin" Whittle (Burris, John, Ambrose) was born 2 May 1829 in Marion County, GA 
and died 28 Dec 1897 in Quincy, Gadsden County, Florida. 


Quin is still living at home in Coffee County, AL for the 1850 census, but by 1860 he has joined his 
brother Jack in Gadsden County, FL. Q.D. Whittle is listed on the roster of the 10th Regiment, 
Florida Infantry along with his brother Jack and cousin JN. 


10th Regiment, Florida Infantry 


10th Infantry Regiment was assembled in June, 1864. It was formed by consolidating 
six companies of the 1st and four of the 2nd Florida Infantry Battalions. Some of the 
men were from Alachua and Putnam counties. 


Attached to General Finegan's Brigade, the regiment was active at Cold Harbor, then 
participated in the long Petersburg siege south of the James River and in the 
Appomattox Campaign. 


It surrendered with the Army of Northern Virginia with 18 officers and 154 men. Its 


commanders were Colonel Charles F. Hopkins, Lieutenant Colonel William W. Scott, 
and Major John Westcott. 6 Florida Whittle sons mustered out of this regiment.

2nd Regiment, Florida Cavalry 


2nd Cavalry Regiment was organized with 1,190 men during the late spring of 1862. Its 
members were from Melton and Tallahassee, and the counties of St. John, Marion, 
Gadsden, and Madison. 


The unit was attached to the Department of South Carolina, Georgia, and Florida, and 
served in Florida throughout the war. It fought at Olustee, Gainesville, and Braddock's 
Farm. 


They surrendered at Tallahassee on May 10, 1865. Colonel Caraway Smith, Lieutenant 
Colonel Abner H. McCormick, and Major Robert Harrison were in command. 


After the war, Ambrose married Mattie E. Gregory on 18 Dec 1866 in Gadsden County Florida. No 
records for Ambrose have been found from the date of his marriage through about 1888. There are 
records from 1888 through 1893 that list Ambrose W. Whittle as a bookkeeper in Jacksonville, FL. 
He is also on the 1900 census living in a boarding house in Jacksonville. No records have been 
found of any children. 


263. Ambrose Daniel Whittle (Burris, John, Burrell) was born in 1828 in Houston County, GA and died 13 Aug 
1886 in Echo, Dale County, AL. 
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A. D. is found on the 1850 census living in Barbour County, Alabama. He married Mary Jane 
McNair, born 16 Feb 1829 in NC and died 21 Jan 1887. Both are buried at Mt. Carmel Methodist 
Cemetery. There are 3 people in the household named "Nair" They would likely be Mary Jane's 
brother, mother and aunt. There first born son, Daniel, is listed as age 0. 


By 1860 his family has grown to 5 children. There are 3 other people on this census living in his 
household, Elias Riley, Harmon H. White (Whittle) born in 1837 and Elizabeth White (Whittle) 
born in 1842. On the 1870 census all 5 children are still living at home.

Elizabeth and Harmon Whittle on the 1860 census are apparently not a brother and sister of 
Ambrose or children of Burell Whittle.

264. Cinchen (Kinchen) G. Whittle (Burris, John, Burrell) was born in 1820 in Houston County, GA and died in 
1915 in Mitchell County, GA. 


No census data ever consistently verifies that Cinchen was born in 1820, but his tombstone in 
Liberty Hill Cemetery says that, so we will accept it for now. CG makes his first public appearance 
on the 1850 census living with his brother A.D. in Barbour County, Alabama. He is listed as age 
19. Because he is found in Barbour County living in the same precinct with the former Edgefield 
County, SC Whittles, some researchers have concluded that he is one of them. However, there is no 
evidence that Maston, Reuben or William Whittle ever lived in Georgia and Chinchen consistently 
said he was born in Georgia. On the other hand, in 1880 the census taker recorded his parents as 
both born in South Carolina. 


On 8 Feb 1852 he married Emeline O. Chambers, who was born in SC. By 1860 they are farming 
in Mitchell County, Georgia. Their first born son, Newton is recorded as born in AL, which 

supports the fact that he did live in AL until about 1852. No record has been found of any military 
service.

C. G. Whittle, the oldest man in Colquitt County [Georgia], says that he was born in the 
part of the State that now constitutes Twigg County [Georgia] in February 1804. His 
father moved to South Alabama when the country was just a wilderness, scarcely any 
white people living there, but Indians were plentiful. His father dieing [sic] in 1836, left 
the family at Eufaula, [Barbour County] Ala. when only one log cabin marked the 
place. He says that he had seen 1,000 Indians there at a time on trading expeditions. Mr. 
Whittle looks to be hale and hearty and says he never was sick a day in his life. 


265. James B. Whittle (Burris, John, Burrell) was born 15 Sep 1836 in Houston County, GA and died before 
1910 in Liberty County, FL. 


James B has not been proved to be a son of Burrell Whittle but all of the evidence to date seems to 
suggest it. There is a record for him in the 4th Florida Infantry. He must have been one of the 23 
who surrendered in 1865. 


4th Regiment, Florida Infantry 


4th Infantry Regiment was organized in the summer of 1861 at Jacksonville, Florida. 
The men were raised in the counties of Gadsden, Franklin, Madison, New River, 
LaFayette, Columbia, Marion, Levy, Liberty, Washington, Jackson, and Hillsborough. 


For a time it served in Florida, then was assigned to General Preston's, Stovall's, 
Finley's, and J.A. Smith's Brigade, Army of Tennessee. During December, 1863, it was 
consolidated with the 1st Forida Cavalry Regiment. 


The 4th was engaged at Murfreesboro and Jackson, participated in the campaigns of the 
army from Chickamauga to Nashville, and saw action in North Carolina. It was 
organized with 983 officers and men and lost forty-two percent of the 468 engaged at 
Murfreesboro, forty percent of the 217 at Chickamauga, and eighty-nine percent of the 
172 at Missionary Ridge. The 1st/4th totalled 198 men and 109 arms in December, 
1863. 


The regiment surrendered 23 men in April, 1865. The field officers were Colonels 
Wiles L. L. Bowen, Edward Hopkins, and James P. Hunt; Lieutenant Colonels Edward 
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Badger and M.W. Smith; and Majors Jacob A. Lash and John T. Lesley. 


In the 1860 census James is living in the household of N.P. Mercer, assumed to be the husband of 
James' sister Elizabeth. On both the 1870 and 1880 census he is found with his wife Amanda M 
(Unknown) living next to his presumed brother John in Gadsden County. In 1870 there are 3 
children named Black living in their household. From this it is assumed that Amanda was 
previously married to a Black.There were 6 Black sons who fought in the 4th Florida. James is a 
widower on the 1900 census. No Whittle children are listed on any census, so we assume that he 
and Amanda had none of their own.

Because there are several John Whittles born about the same time in Florida and Georgia, it is hard 
to determine who is who, but here is our current best quess. John is found on the 1860 census living 
with Elijah Shepard in Gadsden County, FL. Elijah is likely the father of Louisa Shepard, who 
married John's cousin Quin Whittle. John N. is also listed as a private in the 10th Regiment Florida 
Infantry along with his cousins JP and Quin. Here is his amnesty agreement.

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The Gadsden County Marriage Index references a John N. Whittle and Florida Willifred marriage 
dated 3 May 1866. On the 1870 census he is listed as "John Whitle" living in Liberty County with a 
1 year old named, Ann. There is a record of a marriage of John Whittle and Anna Indman dated 22 
Dec 1870, so this could be an error by the census taker. John lives next door to James B. Whittle, 
who is likely another son of Burrell. He is still in Liberty for the 1880 census, married to Martha A. 
(unknown). Three children are listed.

All 3 survived the war, but Ambrose was traumatized by the experience and 
eventually committed suicide. John was discharged at Appomattox. John is buried in the Mount of 
Olives Cemetery in Johnston, SC.

Allison left Edgefield County sometime before 1880. He is found on the 1880 census as a butcher 
living in Atlanta, GA. From information sent to us by Wade Prater, Harvey worked with his cousin 
Hezekiah Lynch in the junk business while he was in Georgia. Sometime before 1900 he moved to 
Calhoun County, AL where he returns to farming. 


Allison married Eula Mae Moore after he left SC. Eula was born in GA, Mar 1857 and died in 
1933. Allison and at least two of his children are buried in Patterson Cemetery in Calhoun County, 
AL.

Allison Harvey was born on December 3, 1848 and died May 25, 
1931. His father was Wilson Whittle, born 1828 and died 1863. His 
mother was Hezzebah Prater or Prator. His grandfather was James 
M. Whittle Jr. born 1808 and died October 1871. His grandmother 
Rebecca’s last name maybe was Wilson. His great-grandfather was 
James M. Sr. born circa 1770 and died February 7, 1844. His great- 
grandmother was Lucretia (??). 

Some of these Whittles are buried at the “Old Whittle Farm” 
four miles north of Batesburg, South Carolina. 

It’s family lore that two brothers landed at Norfolk, Virginia. 
Their names were William and James. The year is unknown. 

What is known is that Harvey and Eula Moore were married in 
Atlanta, Georgia on May 15, 1876. Not much is known about them 
in Georgia. It is thought that Harvey was a store keeper in Cobb 
County. It is not known who Eula’s mother and father were. It is 
family lore that one of Eula’s sisters had a house that an officer for 
the Yankees used as his headquarters during the Civil War. It was 
during Sherman’s march to the sea and everything in sight was 
being burned when Eula’s sister begged him not to burn her house. 
He conceded, but before they left they burned all the furniture in 
the house that they couldn’t steal. They also killed all the live- 
stock, so it could not be eaten. They destroyed all the vegetables in 
the garden, but at least her house was standing and it was the 
only one left standing as far as you could see. 

In the late 1890’s Harvey and Eula moved to a farm near the 
New Liberty Community in Calhoun County, Alabama. It has been 
said that they had to move to Alabama because Harvey’s health 
was bad.

It is supposed that he placed loaded shells in the stump and 
then held his head over it. It is said his daughter married against his wishes and it 
is supposed that this caused him to take his own life.

AS a year and a half after 
the first shot of the war, and 
at the urging of the African Ameri-

the South to its knees was his 
scorch-and-bum policy and his 
troops were especially harsh on 
South Carolina because of the 
first shot of the Civil War, At- 
Janta burned and the troops 
moved through Georgia to Sa- 


vannah; from there the main 
army was thought to go to 
Charleston, but Sherman crossed 
the Savannah River and moved 
north of Charleston into Orange- 
burg, There he waited and in the 
meantime small detachments 
were moving through our area 
scavenging for food leaving 
burned homes and farms in their 
path on their march to Columbia, 

Although historians debate the 
issue, it may have been a small 
detachment under the command 
of Major Gen. Hugh Judson 
Kilpatrick that came through 
here and attempted to burn the 
Mitchell house on Highway | 
and possibly some of his men 
were ordered to burn Paul Quat- 
Uebaum's home. 

Sherman's forces targeted spe- 
cific property of prominent Con- 
federates. As Sherman's army 
converged on Columbia, Paul 
Quattlebaum’s property at 
Pinarea was not in line of march, 
but a detachment was sent to 
burn his home. Paul was helping 
defend Columbia, and all his 
sons were soldiers in the war 
except those loo young.

Gen. Joseph Wheeler's men at 
this point in the war could only 
harass and nip at the heels of the 
Union soldiers and indeed three 
of his men had been at the Quat- 
tlebaum home that morning 
where they had been fed and 

iven supplies. It was a cold day 
in February 1865, the bombard- 
ment of Columbia could be 
heard even at that distance, and 
only the children and women 
‘were at home. The Union sol- 
diers left a young Negro boy to 
hold the reins of their horses. 

‘The first thing the Union ma- 
jor asked was had any “Rebels” 
been there and were told they 
had just left, The men scattered 
throughout the house, one Yan- 
kee soldier gathered the silver 
from the table set for dinner and 
another sacked the sideboard. 
The major went from room to 
room taking burning logs from 
the fireplaces and placing them 
in the beds. Grandmother Quat- 
tlebaum protested and was 
cursed and pushed aside. She 
went to the back porch and said 
‘one word to the boy holding the 
reins, “Yankees” which seat the 
scared young boy running for the 
woods, The Union soldiers 
thought he was running to get the 
Rebels so they abruptly mounted 
their horses and left, The ex- 
slaves on the place dragged the 
burning beds outside and 
dumped them in the millpond a 
short distance from the house. 
Through the brave action of 
Grandma Quattlebaum, and an 
ex-slave, Martin, and others the 
house and flour mill on the list 
to be bumed was saved. 

‘The Yankee troops were met by 
an outfit of Confederate troops 
after they left the Quattlebaum 
‘house and one of the men was 
killed in the ensuing skirmish. 


> Pinarea was saved but unfortu- 


nately when tenants were living in 
the house. it burned in the | 
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Ben. Paul Quattlebaum, after 
the war returned to his farm and 
milling interests and was a direc- 
tor of the Columbia and Augusta 
Railroad/that came through our 
area and was so instrumental in 
the forming of the towns of 
Batesburg’ ville. 

The im rifle had P 
‘Quatt}cbum stamped on the bar- 
rel. Why not baum? There are 
signed deeds with his father’s 
name John spelled Quattlebum, 
several censuses have it spelled 
with a'bum and in court martial 
papers found at the South Caro~ 
liniana in which Brig, Gen. Paul 
Quartlebaum presided over in 
1843, the recording officer 
spelled it with a bum, but by 
1860, Paul Quattlebaum clearly 
signed his nameto the Ordinance 
of Secession with a baum, I be- 
lieve only Quattlebaums signed 
their name with a bum, then later 
the baum and the early rifle had 
P Quattlebum because that is 
how they were spelling it when 
the rifle was made. We will never 
hoow for sure, but itis an inter- 
esting mystery. 

With information from the 
Quattlebaum Family History by 
M.M. Quattlebaum printed in 
1978, we learn much about the 
history of South Carolina 
through the children of Sarah 
Caroline (ones) and Gen. Paul 
Quattlebaum.

Samuel Winston and his wife, 
the former Mary Martin. 

Asa young lieutenant, Paul saw 
service in the Indian wars on the 
Pacific Coast. He was stationed 
there when South Carolina se- 
ceded from the Union and he re- 
signed his commission and after a 
voyage around South America, fi- 
nally made his way back to the 
South and tendered his service to 
the Secretary of War of the Con- 
federacy. He was assigned to duty 
with the First Texas Brigade as 
aide-de-camp to Gen. Wigfall 
serving in various capacities and 
as colonel of artillery, command- 
ing the Fifth Texas Regiment, he 
was assigned to the harbor de- 
fenses of Mobile, Ala. It is said 
that he was promoted to the rank 
of brigadier general just before the 
close of the war, but he never as- 
sumed title and was always known 
as “Col. Quattlebaum.” 

Following the war, he lived for 
a while at Ridge Spring. Then Paul 
returned to Mobile and was en- 
gaged in engineering work and 
subsequently entered the corps of 
engineers. For seven years prior to 
his death, he was the engineer in 
charge of the United States Works 
on the Chattahoochee River and 
Flint River with headquarters at 
Columbus, Ga. He died there and 
was buried at Covington, Ky. Paul 
and his wife had one son.

11, 1842-March 16, 1865) was 
born in his father, Paul 
Quattlebaum’s, Pinarea home. 
He was entered as a cadet at 
the Arsenal Academy in Co- 
lumbia Jan. 1, 1860, but at the 
beginning of hostilities, he 
seems to have transferred to 
The Citadel in Charleston. He 
was there in January 1861, and 
was a member of the gun squad 
that fired the first shot of the 
war at the Srar of the West Jan. 
9, 1861. 

He left The Citadel and en- 
listed Dec. 31, 1861, as a private 
in Company K, 20th Regiment, 
Infantry, South Carolina Volun- 
teers, under Capt. W.D.M. Har- 
mon. T.A. is next listed on the 
company roll for April 30, 1862, 
as second sergeant. He appears 
on the roll of field and staff of 
the 20th Regiment, Jan. 1, 1863, 
as sergeant major. 

Early in 1864 he is recorded as 
lieutenant, Company A First 
(Gregg’s) Regiment of South 
Carolina Volunteers. Nov. 1, 1864, 
he was transferred to Company K. 
In the fighting around Averys- 
borough, N.C., known as the battle 
of Smith’s Farm, he fell mortally 
wounded March 16, 1865. At the 
time T.A. was commanding his 
company and fighting a rear guard 
action covering the retreat of Gen. 
Joseph E. Johnson. He was bur- 
ied by his body servants in a 


‘ marked grave, and his remains 


were later transferred to the fam- 
ily cemetery on Lightwood Creek 
in Lexington County.

"There is a story that Ambrose went west to Texas in a covered wagon with his first wife and 3 
daughters. They were ambushed by Apache Indians and Mary Jane was killed. Ambrose, who must 
have fought off the Indians to have escaped with no additional deaths, went back to Alabama. This 
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story was confirmed by one of Mollie Whittle Miller's grandsons, who said he asked Mollie about 
her family when he was young and heard the story from her. Mollie added that her mother was 
killed by an arrow. 


Historians report that bands of free Apaches continued to give the U.S. Army trouble up to 1896, a 
full decade after the surrender of Geronimo. The version of this story that has spread on the Internet 
has Mollie and Maggie as twins, but they were not, as their tombstones at Stewart Cemetery and a 
photo of them in middle age show. 


Later in his second marriage, Ambrose served as a "contractor" providing a labor force for the coal 
mine at Crudup, about 6 miles north of Gadsden, AL. In 1911 he was injured in the mine when a 
piece of slate fell and broke his hip. Not long after this event, he moved his family to Fort Payne, 
where they lived on the main street, then called Gualt Ave., about 6 blocks from the center of town. 
Ambrose built a church (also used as a school for several years) in Fort Payne. Eventually, a 
hosiery mill was built behind the front of the church. 


Sometime after 1920 the family moved to Chattanooga, TN, near Main Street, where Ambrose did 
carpenter work and the daughters worked in a hosiery mill. Ambrose died of a stroke in 
Chattanooga in 1926 and was taken back to Fort Payne for burial in Stewart Cemetery on Lookout 
Mountain. The family moved to East Chattanooga where some of the children worked for United 
Hosiery Mill." 


Ambrose first married Mary Jane (unknown), born 1860-61 in Alabama. Their children are: 


Tinnie "Tiney" Lucinda Whittle was born 24 Jul 1880. Tinnie married 
Loranze Freeman Dean (brother of Ross Howard Dean) on 16 Sep

19th Regiment, South Carolina Infantry 


19th Infantry Regiment was organized during the winter of 1861-1862. It moved to 
Mississippi, then to Kentucky where it saw action at Munfordsville. 


The unit was brigaded under Generals Manigault and Sharp and from September, 1863, 
to April 1864, was consolidated with the 10th Regiment. It served with the Army of 
Tennessee from Murfreesboro to Atlanta, fought with Hood in Tennessee, and was 
active in the North Carolina operations. 


The regiment lost 8 killed and 72 wounded at Murfreesboro, and the 10th/19th 
sustained 236 casualites at Chickamauga and totalled 436 men and 293 arms in 
December, 1863. During the Atlanta Campaign, July 22-28, the 19th reported 12 killed, 
60 wounded, and 25 missing, and there were 9 killed, 34 wounded, and 8 missing at 
Ezra Church. 


It surrendered on April 26, 1865, with 76 men. The field officers were Colonels 
Augustus J. Lythgoe, W.C. Moragne, James F. Pressley, and T.S. Shaw; Lieutenant 
Colonel Abraham Jones; and Majors John A. Crowder, Tillman Watson, and James L. 
White.

was broken about two inches below 
the joint and he was badly bruised 
about the body. After the horse 
started to run Swett fired three other. 
‘shots, two of them went wild and 
ne of them hit a negro who was in 
the buggy with Whittle, but who was 
thrown out before the horse went 
very far. The negro was hit on the 
leg, he sustained only a very slight 
flesh wound. 

As soon as Mr. Whittle was thrown 
to the ground several of his friends 
rushed to him and gave aid. Drs. 
Giles, Briggs, and Nevils were hastily 
summoned and gave him what medi- 
cal aid was needed. 

Swett was arrested by the town 
marshal and later turned over to the 
magistrate’s deputy. Later Swett

While Mr. Whittle is not danger-' 
ously wounded, he. will suffer many 
ill effects from his injuries. His hip 
being broken, his other leg having 
been broken by the bullet, he is bad- 
ly maimed and there is a danger of 
‘a stiff leg from the broken thigh.

A busi- 
ness man, farmer and breeder of Hampshire hogs, 
Mr. Shealy served on the executive council of the 
Lexington County Agriculture Stabilization and Con- 
servation committee. He promoted soil conservation 
setting an example by terracing and building drain 
ditches throughout the family farmland 

The family were supportive and very active 
members of the Leesville Wittenberg Lutheran 
church. Mr, Shealy was a church council member 
for years. He became a 32nd degree Mason and 
Shriner. Educated at Newberry College, as a young 
man he took on the duties of construction foreman 
for the Memphis Steel Co. building many water 
tanks throughout South Carolina.

Leon Shealy received his chemical engineering 
degree from Clemson College. He and his wife live 
at Pine Hill Farm. His Army services stretched over 
five years including the World War II period. He 
has been in Process and Quality control with Solvay 
Process Co and with General Electric prior to his 
present work with Square D. Co. of Columbia, S.C. 

This Mark M. Shealy family trace their lineage 
back to immigrant John Shealy who arrived in 1752 
and acquired land on Crim’s Creek. His son, John 
Wintle Shealy changed his second name to Windle. 
He married Anna Mary Epting and settled on the 


Columbia-Augusta road in present Leesville. Their 
son, John Jacob Shealy married Christener Counts.

A deep gloom settled over our little city Saturday afternoon when the 
word went out that Ernest Whittle was dead. He was stricken with that 
dread malady, meningitis, Friday night January 6, and death relieved 
him of his suffering at 2 o'clock Saturday afternoon, January 14th. 


Ernest was one of our most highly respected young business men, 
being just a few months past his 21st mile post, and his untimely death 
came as a shock to his many friends, Taylor and Whittle gent's 
furnishings and pressing parlor. Funeral services were conducted at the 
Methodist church Sunday afternoon at 3:15 o'clock by the pastor, Rev. 
W.C. Hughes, assisted by Dr. M.T. Tucker, pastor of the Baptist 
church. The attendance at the funeral was probably the largest ever 
assembled in Emory. The church would not hold the vast assemblage 
that gathered to pay their last tribute to our young fellow-citizen and 
hundreds stood about the doors and in groups near the building until 
services were concluded.

In the past 2 weeks he has sold Chevrolet cars to 
the folllowing..." By 1920 Will has remarried a women named Stella and lives in a boarding house 
or apartment in Dallas, occupation is listed as grocery helper. Will can be found in Dallas city 
directories through 1931 and on the 1930 census his occupation is recorded as investigator for a 
loan collection agency. No record has been found of any children from his marriage to Stella.

Broadway Baptist Church, where he attended 
most of his life, was sold to the University of South Carolina and the congregation moved and 
became South Beltline Baptist. W F Whittle went by "Furman" and was called "Uncle Bub" by his 
siblings and their families. He was an "inventor" at home and whenever the church needed 
something, he always seemed to have it. He used a commercial fan to cool the house in a hallway 
upstairs at the house they lived in. Although the family teased him about it, it really worked well. 
He always told us that he had never been sick in his life except for having the flu in 1932. He died 
in 1982 at the age of 96. Furman and Ida had been married 68 years when Ida died in 1978. Three 
of his four sons served in World War II. All saw combat and all returned home safely. Furman 
never learned to drive and never had a driver's license but he did buy a car one time.

Who Are Their Parents? 


There are 3 Whittle brothers who appear in US census data born in the same time period as the children of 
James and Joseph Whittle. All of them say they were born in South Carolina. All 3 lived in Crawford County, 
GA in 1830 and appear on jury lists. It is possible they belong to the second Joseph from the 1790 census or the 
second James from the 1810 census. It is very unlikely they belong to James M. Whittle, Sr. because he died 
intestate and the court awarded the estate to his 13 named children. James would not have had the opportunity 
to cut them out of his will. 


1. Richard Whittle was born in 1804 and died in 1884 in Smith County, Mississippi. 


From the book, Georgia Marriages to 1850 by Jordon Dodd, we find a record of the marriage of 
Richard Whittle to Temperance Goodin on 11 Nov 1827 in Crawford County, GA. This is 4 years 
after the birth of William J. Whittle, so there may be an unknown first wife. Some time before 
1860, Richard married Feraby Pope. 


Richard and Feraby Whittle are on both the 1860 and 1870 Census living in Smith County, 
Mississippi. There is a land patent on file which shows that he was in Mississippi by 1848. Both 
say they were born in South Carolina on both census records. On the 1880 census, both say their 
parents were born in SC. Richard's children from the 1860 census are:

The only record found for Elisha Whittle in South Carolina is the settlement of the estate of Allen 
Bodie in 1833. Elisha and his wife are awarded 1/13 of 2/3 of Allen's estate. Because Elisha's wife 
in not named in the estate settlement, researchers had concluded that he was first married to Nancy 
Bodie and that Orpha was a second wife. Thanks to some recent discovery of old documents from 
Edgefield County we have a petition for the sale of Allen's real estate that lists his wife as "Orfea" 
From this it is assumed that Orfea was a daughter of Allen Bodie. The Nancy Bodie in the estate 
settlement is the daughter of John Bodie, deceased.

James Whittle can be found on the 1850, 1860 and 1880 Georgia census. In all three he says he was 
born in South Carolina. On the 1880 census he says his father was born in SC and his mother in 
NC. There is a record of his marriage to Mary McGee dated 23 Sept 1830 in Crawford County, GA 
so it would seem that he left SC when he was 21 years old. Is he possibly a child of the second 
James on the 1820 census? James and Mary had the following children based on the census data: 


Ann Panzade Whittle - born about 1831, said to have married 
Alexander Jones. 


Elizabeth Melvina Whittle - born about 1832, She married John

Irving Green Whittle - born about 1834 and died Dec 1894 in Macon, 
Bibb Co, GA. His second marriage was to Georgiann McGee. Both 
had previous marriages. Irving served the Confederacy in the 9th 
Regiment, Georgia Infantry and some how survived. 


9th Regiment, Georgia Infantry 


9th Infantry Regiment, organized during the late spring of 
1861, contained men from Wilkinson, Walton, Chattooga, 
Clay, Talbot, Baldwin, Fayette, Brooks, Troup, and Sumter 
counties. Ordered to Virginia the unit was assigned to General 
G.T. Anderson's Brigade and remained under his command 
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for the duration of the war. 


It fought with the Army of Northern Virginia from the Seven 
Days' Battles to Cold Harbor, except when it was with 
Longstreet at Suffolk, in Georgia, and at Knoxville. The 
regiment did not arrive in time to take part in the fight at 
Chickamauga. It was involved in the Petersburg siege south 
and north of the James River and later the Appomattox 
Campaign. 


This unit had 411 effectives in April, 1862, lost 8 killed and 
41 wounded during the Seven Days' Battles, and had 12 killed 
and 116 wounded at Second Manassas. Its casualties at 
Gettysburg were more than fifty percent of the 340 engaged. 
From April 14 to May 6, there were 105 disabled, and from 
August 1 to December 31, 1864, it lost 63 killed or wounded. 


The regiment surrendered with 15 officers and 174 men. Its 
commanders were Colonels Benjamin Beck, E.R. Goulding, 
Edward F. Hoge, and Richard A. Tumipseed; Lieutenant 
Colonels John C.L. Mounger, Sr., and John G. Webb; and 
Majors John W. Amold and William M. Jones. 


Martha Ann Whittle - born about 1836, said to have married LaFayette 
Stanford. 


Hannah Jane Whittle - born about 1837, said to have married Elisha 
Waters. 

Elbert J. Whittle - born 18 Apr 1839 and died 25 Mar 1910. He served 
in the 19th Battalion, Georgia Cavalry. He married Sarah F. Wade of 
Talbot and Taylor Co, GA. 

William Henry Whittle - born 4 Dec 1840 and died 27 Oct 1923. He 
married Rebecca Boland. 

George W. Whittle - born about 1844 and died in 1908. He married 
Josephine Kimble Sauls. George served in the 1st Cavalry, Georgia 
Reserves. 


John W. Whittle - born about 1846 and died in 1904. John served in 
the 1st Cavalry, Georgia Reserves. 


Joseph Fletcher Whittle (1847-1939) - born about 1847 and died 16 
July 1939. In his obituary it says he served in the 10th Georgia Cavalry 


and the 12th Alabama Cavalry. No information has been found in the 
National Archives to prove Joseph Whittle served in these units. It is 
said that he married Zippie Dickson and they had at least 4 children.

This haunting letter contains many unanswered questions. A lot of people from the James Whittle, Jr. South 
Carolina families have thought that "Major James" was their James. This may not be so. Who is this James 
Whittle? Is he the first James we find on the 1810 census? If so, we have now accounted for 3 of his 4 male 
children. 


What about the reference again to Judge Lewis Neale Whittle? If this is true, then this James’ father is a brother 
of Conway and Fortescue Whittle who arrived in Virginia from Ireland ca.1800. Even if Judge Whittle was 
wrong about first cousins, there is now evidence of another James Whittle from Virginia. Could Ambrose 
Whittle be the fourth son? Remember the census taker recorded his father was born in Ireland on the 1880 
census. 


Most intriguing of all is who is the 107 year old James from Virginia? In order for the references to Lewis 
Neale Whittle to be true, the following lineage would be required to make them first cousins. 


James Whittle - Ireland 


Fortescue Whittle (1776-1858) | James Whittle (1778-1885) 
Lewis Neale Whittle (1818-1886) James Whittle (1808-1897) 
Joseph F. Whittle (1847-1939) | 
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One reference found on Ancestry.com does state that Fortescue had a brother James, however, there is no proof 
that he ever came to America. Max Crowder has recently written a book about Fortescue and his home, 
Whittle's Mill, in Mecklenburg County, Virginia.

4. Edward M. Whittle was born between 1766 and 1768 and died after 1860 in Greenwood, Oxford County 
Maine. Rev Edward Whittle first appears in Maine on the 1820 census. He is found on the 1850 census, age 82 
and again in 1860, age 94. On both, the census taker recorded his birthplace as South Carolina. The 1850 census 
lists his occupation as Methodist minister. 


He married Elizabeth Higgins from Massachusetts based on information found in "New England Families - 
Genealogical and Memorial" on Ancestry.com. Edward's son Edward was born about 1807 and he consistently 
said he was born in Maine, so his father apparently left SC before he was ever recorded on any census. It is 
possible that Edward is another son of James Burris Whittle; however, there is a record of a slave trade agent 
named Capt. Giles Whittle who lived in Charleston ca.1740.

John Warren Whittle (1750-1816) 


John Warren Whittle Sr. was born in Amherst County, Virginia ca. 1750 and died 22 Apr 1816 in Casey 
County, Kentuckly. He married Sarah Josling in 1779 in Amherst County, VA. He was the son of Matthew 
Whittle and Elizabeth Warren. Sarah was a daughter of Patriot John Josling and Dianah Evans. 


Early deeds show the Whittle, Warren, Josling and Evans families were neighbors in Virginia before coming to 
Kentucky. Their roots go back to the early 1600s in Jamestown, VA, and England and France. 


He bought land on the Rockcastle River in Kentucky as early as February 1784. John had a lead mine in 
Amherst County from which he furnished gunpowder to Gen. Nathaniel Greene's Army. Capt. Edmund Fair Sr. 
and his wife Silence were living in Burke County, NC, next to brothers Joseph and Charles McDowell in 1780 
where court records show they were both busy reporting Tories to the authorities. 


Under the leadership of Maj. Joseph McDowell with the Overmountain Men they defeated the British on Oct. 7, 
1780, in the Battle of Kings Mountain, the turning point of the Revolutionary War. Also, Whittle was at the 
Battle of Point Pleasant, WVA, at Fort Boonesborough under Col. John Holder and in Illinois with Gen. George 
Rogers Clark. 


John was commissioned on March 21, 1803, a lieutenant in the 6th Regt. in the Lincoln County, KY, Militia. 
The children of his marriage to Sarah Josling are:

He married Margaret 
Fair (1783-1874) in 1802. Both are buried in the Whittle/Fair family cemetary 
in Liberty, KY. They had at least 8 children. One Son, Edmund, moved to 
Missouri and is part of the original family that settled there. 

Vincent Whittle - born ca.1784 and died in 1810. Vincent died of an accidental 
leg amputation. He was married to Sarah Josling who was a first cousin. On the 
1820 census there are 2 children from his marriage to Sarah Josling. They have 
not been identified.

Related Family Members 


Several branches of the Etheridge family came to South Caroline about the same time as James Burris Whittle. 
After the Revolutionary War some married Whittles and visa versa.

The story of Tyre Etheridge is difficult to determine because there were two Tyre Etheridges in Edgefield 
County. Based on the 1870 census, Elizabeth Etheridge Whittle had a brother named Tyre (1) who was born 12 
Nov 1849 and died 17 Apr 1928. He is 7 or 8 years older than Elizabeth. This Tyre was born to Joseph 
Etheridge (1810-1893) and Elizabeth Inabinet (1811-1881). 


The other Tyre (2) was born 20 Apr 1830. This Tyre was born to William Etheridge (1787-1846) and Letha 
Jennings. Based on the will of William Etheridge in 1847, he bequested land and money to Tyre, Guilford, 
Joseph, Mary Ann and other daughters not listed by name.

Connecting Whittles In Other Southern States 


Although the purpose of this web site is to document the South Carolina Whittle families, many researchers 
would like to connect early families that settled in other Southern States, in order to prove we are all cousins. 
Although I am sure we are all related, proof of it is hard to come by. To the best of my knowledge, no 
researchers have submitted any evidence of contact between the Whittle families in Kentucky, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Tennessee during the early 1800s. This web page will provide a broad overview of 
migration, it is not intended to be a detailed analysis of Whittle genealogy in other Southern States. 


ALABAMA - 22nd State, 14 Dec 1819 


Prior to the Civil War the dominate activity in Alabama was cotton-growing, carried on under the 
slave labor, plantation system. Beginning in 1821 river steam boats began transporting to the port 
of Mobile for shipment to New York and thence to England. This period saw the beginnings of 
industry with the establishment of cotton, grist, and lumber mills; iron furnaces and foundries; and 
factories for making farm implements. Road and railroad construction began, especially after a 
series of Indian Treaties in the 1830s ceded all of the Indian lands East of the Mississippi River to 
the white man which opening up more land for settlement. 


Alabama's Black Belt is a region of the state, part of the larger Black Belt Region of the Southern 
United States, which stretches from Texas to Virginia. This region includes some of the poorest 
counties in the United States. The name referred originally to the thin layer of exceptionally fertile 
black soil which encouraged cotton farming in the pioneer period of Alabama history. It may just 
as well now refer to the exceptionally high proportion of African American residents in these 
counties. 


In Alabama, the heart of the Black Belt is centered in western part of the state between the 
Appalachian foothills and the coastal plain. The list of counties comprising the Black Belt is often 
dependent on the context but traditionally includes Barbour, Bullock, Butler, Choctaw, Crenshaw, 
Dallas, Greene, Hale, Lowndes, Macon, Marengo, Montgomery, Perry, Pickens, Pike, Russell, 
Sumter, and Wilcox.

The "Black Belt" region of Alabama was a second home for one branch of Edgefield County, SC Whittles. 
They even named a district in Lowndes County, Mt. Willing, after their previous home in South Carolina. A 
younger brother of William Whittle named Reuben arrived sometime before the 1830 census. There are other 
Whittles found in different counties in 1830; Bibb, Morgan and Shelby, that are yet unaccounted for, and are 
not there in 1840. William Whittle, Sr. and his family joined Reuben in Lowndes County before 1840. Another 
brother of William and Reuben, Maston, moved to Barbour County between 1833 and 1836. 


By 1850 the state is full of Whittles. Former North Carolina residents, William and John D. Whittle are found in 
Pickens County to the Northwest. They moved into Mississippi about 1852. Stancil Whittle, son of Ambrose 
Whittle from Edgefield County, SC, is in Cherokee County to the Northeast. Descendants of Rev. John Whittle 
are in Coffee County close to their cousins in Lowndes County. It is possible that these families did cross paths. 


One of the closest encounters between former SC Whittles occurs in Butler County on the 1860 census. 
Auguston Freeman, descendant of Rev. John Whittle, and William Whittle, Jr., son of William from Edgefield 
County, live very close to each other. Elisha Whittle ,still of unknown parentage, and Ambrose D. Whittle, who 
descends from Burrell Whittle, are living in the neighboring counties of Dale and Pike. There are Whittles 
located in 8 adjacent counties in southern Alabama. One would think some record of contact between the 
families exists in someone's trunk in the attic. 


Eleven Whittle boys fought in various Alabama Regiments during the Civil War. One of them was Harmon 
Whittle who appears on the 1850 census at age 12. He is living in Dale County with a John Vann from North 
Carolina. On the 1860 census he is living with Ambrose D Whittle. He enlisted as a private in Company B, 33rd 
Alabama Infantry. From information found in the National Archives he was one of the casualties. 


33rd Regiment, Alabama Infantry 


The 33rd Infantry Regiment was organized at Pensacola, Florida, in April, 1862. Its members were 
raised in Coffee, Butler, Dale, Montgomery, and Covington counties. 


The unit was ordered to Mississippi, then Kentucky, where it took an active part in the conflicts at 
Munfordville andPerryville. Brigaded under Generals Wood, Lowrey, and in 1865, Shelley, the 
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33rd participated in the campaigns of the Army of Tennessee from Murfreesboro to Atlanta, moved 
with Hood to Tennessee, and fought at Bentonville. It lost 82% of the 500 engaged at Perryville, 
and reported 100 casualties at Murfreesboro and 149 at Chickamauga. On December 14, 1863, the 
regiment totalled 536 men and 385 arms. Many were lost during the Atlanta Campaign and of the 
285 at Franklin, 67% were disabled. Very few surrendered in North Carolina. 


The regiment was commanded by Colonels Samuel Adams and Robert F. Crittenden, and 
Lieutenant Colonels James H. Dunkin and Daniel H. Horn. 


For the most part the Alabama Whittles returned home in 1865. On the 1870 census we find most of the same 
names in the same counties. Butler County is the home of the former SC Whittles, none are listed in Lowndes 
County. A first cousin named Alfred, son of Willis Whittle, arrived in Butler County before 1870. He is the 
only one of Willis's children known to have left SC. In the northern county of Limestone we find 3 families of 
Whittles who were born in Tennessee.

The first census for Arkansas Territory in 1830 lists only one Whittle living in the town of Pope. His name is 
Levi and he is in the age 20 to 30 column with a wife and one son under age 5. Levi Whittle was born between 
1800 and 1810. On the 1840 census Levi, now in the age 30 to 40 column, has 1 son under age 5 and 2 more 
under 10, as well as 2 daughters. He is joined in 1840 by a John Whittle living in L'Anguille, Saint Francis. 
John is about the same age and has 7 sons and 3 daughters. 


By 1850 we have names of wives and children. Levi was born in 1802, his wife, Lydia in 1808, both say they 
were born in Tennessee. All of their children are shown as born in Arkansas, which means Levi was in AK by 
1829. They are living in Horsehead, Johnson County. The John Whittle from 1840 is no longer on the scene. 
Two new Whittle families have settled in Pope. William Whittle, age 21 born in NC, with wife Elizabeth, born 
in TN, and son John H, born in AK, which means William arrived about 1849. Also, Hanah Cagle, age 38 and 
head of household, born in NC with Whittle children born in AK, IL, NC and TN. It is interesting to note that 
one Hannah Cagle Bennett will sell property in Cowlitz County, WA to William Whittle in 1864 from which is 
created a Whittle Cemetery near Castle Rock. 


On the 1860 census we find three obviously related Whittle families that are living next door to each other, Levi 
and his sons, John and James. On this census, the census taker records Levi's birthplace as Kentucky. There is 
no sign of Hanah Cagle and her family of Whittle children from the 1850 census. 
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Two sons of Levi are still living in Johnson County in 1870, Jesse and William. Mary Whittle, most likely the 
widow of John, is listed as head of household. Their last child was born in 1869, so John probably died after the 
Civil War. One report on the Internet says John was killed in a gun fight. John, Robert and William Whittle 
served the Confederacy in the 15th Arkansas Infantry. 


15th Regiment, Arkansas Infantry (Northwest) 


15th (McRae's-Hobbs'-Boone's) Infantry Regiment [also called 21st and Northwest Regiment] was 
formed in December, 1861, using the 3rd Arkansas Infantry Battalion as its nucleus. 


It took an active part in the battles at Wilson's Creek and Elkhorn Tavern, and on March 11, 1862, 
contained 10 officers and 168 men. Later the unit moved east of the Mississippi River, fought at 
Corinth and Hatchie Bridge, then was assigned to M. E. Green's and Dockery's Brigade in the 
Department of Mississippi and East Louisiana. It sustained 82 casualties at Port Gibson and was 
part of the garrison captured at Vicksburg on July 4, 1863. When exchanged, the regiment was not 
reorganized, but some of its members joined other Arkansas commands. 


The field officers were Colonels Squire Boone, James H. Hobbs, and Dandridge McRae; 
Lieutenant Colonel William W. Reynolds; and Majors D. A. Stuart and William Thompson. 


Based on published research, and finding no disputes, Levi Whittle's ancestry is Matthew / Joseph / Robert 
Whittle. No connection or contact with the South Carolina Whittles has been found. 


The population of Whittles in Arkansas has doubled by 1880. Nephews of Levi arrive in Logan and Madison 
Counties, Prior Lee and his son Woodford Whittle, born in TN. Their ancestry is Matthew / Joseph / George 
Whittle. Joseph Whittle, from Edgefield County, SC arrived in Pine Bluff, Jefferson County prior to 1880. As 
you can see on the map, Jefferson is some distance from the Northwest Counties, so It is doubtful that Joseph 
ever met the other Whittles in AK. 


FLORIDA - 27th State, 3 Mar 1845 


By 1845, when Florida was admitted as a state, all but a few hundred Seminoles had been removed to the 
territory of Oklahoma. The Third Seminole War (1855-58) was the final conflict with the Seminoles remaining 
in Florida.

The grandchildren of Reverend John Whittle settled in Gadsden County prior to 1850. By 1860 they are also in 
the neighboring county of Liberty. Descendants of these families are still found on original property even today. 
John Paul "Jack" Whittle, son of Ambrose Whittle, seems to have been the first to arrive. Jack's brother Quin 
joined him before 1860. 


Their cousins from South Carolina first settled two counties away in Madison. Reason Whittle, son of James M. 
Whittle, Jr., and his children then moved farther south into Hillsbourough and Pinellas Counties. If these 
cousins ever met when they lived in the northern counties, I am sure they had fun trying to figure out the 
Ambrose name, and they were certain they were not related. 


GEORGIA - 4th State, 2 Jan 1788 
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There is no US census data for Georgia prior to 1820. There are tax lists, however, that show a John Whittle in 
Burke County by 1798. If this is our Rev. John Whittle from Edgefield, SC, you can see from the map that he 
didn't have to travel a long distance, Burke County is just south of Augusta. On the 1820 census we find John, 
and two of his sons, Ambrose and Burrell living in Washington County. 


By 1830, three of John Whittle's sons are on their own, Ambrose, Burrell and Seaborn. Elisha Whittle, of 
unknown SC parentage appears in Crawford County. Burrell has moved to Houston County and there is a 
Watson Whittle in the adjacent county of Pulaski. No records have been found for Watson after 1830. Rev. 
John's last son James has a family and lives in Muscogee County by 1840. 


The 1850 census lists 83 Whittles throughout the state. The northern county of Murray becomes the home of 
former Tennessee Whittles, led by the patriarch George Whittle, born in VA in 1780, along with four of his sons 
and their families. George's first son Matthew moved into Chattooga County. Carrick, Patrick and Woodford 
Whittle live near their father in Murray County. It is interesting to note that both Carrick and Woodford had 
sons named James, both born in 1849. For whom were they named? 


Two of George Whittle's brother Levi's sons moved to Walker County sometime before 1850, Alexander 
Campbell and Albert Galitin Whittle. All of the Tennessee Whittles lived in northern counties, considerable 
distance from the other former South Carolina families. It is unlikely they knew each other. 
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Lewis Neale Whittle, son of Fortescue Whittle moved to Bibb County from Virginia prior to 1850. Conway and 
Fortescue Whittle are well documented Virginia immigrants from Ireland ca.1790. Lewis Neale was a 
prominent attorney in Macon. One has to believe that he knew or met the other Whittle families in surrounding 
counties. We have two letters that seem to suggest, but do not prove, a relationship; a letter from William Henry 
Whittle in 1909 and an interview with Joseph Fletcher Whittle in 1924. There is a third mention of this found in 
the biography of Elisha Whittle. It is known that 3 brothers lived in Crawford County prior in 1830, Elisha, 
James and Richard, all 3 continuously reported they were born in South Carolina, yet no one has yet identified 
who their parents were. They may be related to Lewis Neale Whittle but it is doubtful that John Whittle is. To 
my knowledge, no such claim has been filed by the descendants of Rev. John Whittle. 


KENTUCKY - 15th State, 1 Jun 1792

Kentucky was never a territory, prior to statehood it was part of Virginia. For John Warren Whittle, however, it 
was a long way from Amherst County to Old Lincoln County, KY when he made the trip some time after 1787. 


The British are given credit for burning the 1800 KY census data, but the 1810 census shows two Whittle 
families. John W. Whittle in Casey County and Robert Whittle in the northern most county of Campbell, near 
the Ohio border. Based on research published in 1973, by Charles E. Whittle, Jr., it is clear that Robert Whittle 
is not the son of John W. Whittle. If the tradition of naming the first born son after his paternal grandfather was 
followed, Robert's father would be Joseph Whittle, John W. Whittle his uncle. 


By 1820, Robert has moved to Wayne County which borders Tennessee. John W. Whittle, Jr. is still in Casey 
County. The 1830 census shows Joseph , son of Robert Whittle, in Edmonson County, on a path that will 
ultimately lead to Miller County, Missouri by 1842. Visit Peggy Smith Hake's web site at 
http://www.millercountymuseum.org/bios/bio_w.html for biographical sketches about the Missouri Whittle 
families. Descendants of John W. Whittle will also end up in Missouri as well. 


There is good circumstantial evidence that Robert Whittle is a brother of the Whittles that settled in Sevier 
County, TN. Unfortunately no record has been found for John W. Whittle's brother Joseph in either KY or TN. 
This has led many researchers to conclude that Joseph Whittle moved to South Carolina. If so his children were 
split between KY, SC and TN. To date, no record has been found of any contact between SC and KY (or TN) 
Whittles, and there are very few common first names of offspring. 


MARYLAND - 7th State, 28 Apr 1788

There are several Whittles listed in the "Early Settlers of Maryland" who immigrated in the middle of the 17th 
century. The earliest ones are William and Magdalen Whittle (not necessarily husband and wife) who arrived in 
1646. A Susan Whittle immigrated in 1657 with 2 daughters named Williams. George Whittle arrived in 1658 
followed by Nicholas Whittle in 1659. There is also a Margaret Whittle on the immigration list in 1664. Our 
researcher, Wayne Whittle, says "George Whittle and Alice Parker patented 400 acres of land in Ann Arundel 
County shortly after he arrived. It is said that George Whittle left 4 unnamed orphans ca.1677 that were 
awarded to Wm. & Mary Parker. The names, gender, and destiny of these Whittle orphans remains a mystery. 
Circa 1718, Whittles Rest (400 acres) passed to the Johns family (of Johns-Hopkins fame). It is unclear how 
Whittle's Rest was pasted to the Johns". There are records of a Robert Whittle with the 3rd Maryland Regiment 
in 1778. 


The following information about 18th century Whittles was found on the Internet, published by the Gaither 
Family: 


Harry Wright Newman in Anne Arundel Gentry stated that the wife of Edward GAITHER, born 20 
Dec. 1714, son of Benjmain GAITHER and Sarah BURGESS was Eleanor, the widow WHITTLE. 
He offered no proof of this or reasons why he believed this. He also stated that nothing else was 
known of her identity. Joshua Dorsey Warfield, in his book on the History of Ann Arundel and 
Howard Counties, also said that Eleanor Whittle was the wife of Edward Gaither. The author of the 
following research, disagrees: 


"The evidence is that Edward GAITHER's wife Eleanor, and the widow Eleanor WHITTLE are 
NOT the same person. The inventory of John WHITTLE was taken in Anne Arundel County on 2 
Oct. 1749, with his widow Eleanor as administratrix.The inventory was approved by John 
WHITTLE, Junr. and Rachel WHITTLE as next of kin. Elinor WHITTLE's account of his estate 
was made on 12 Nov. 1750 with his representatives listed as herself, the widow, and children 
Rachel THACKRELL wife of John THACKRELL, John, Hester, Sophia, and Richard, the last four 
all under age 3. As John Jr. signed the inventory in 1749, he had to have been at least age 14 at that 
time, and Rachel was probably about 16 to have married between 1749 when she approved the 
inventory and the 1750 account. Having children as early as about 1734, she could not be the same 
Eleanor, wife of Edward GAITHER, who was having children as late as about 1769, a span of 35 
years. 


On 12 Aug. 1738 John WHITTEL, cordwainer, purchased an unnamed tract of 50 acres, from John 
MACCUBBIN, being adjacent to the tracts Freemans Fancy and Abbington. Rent Rolls show this 
tract to have been part of Snowden's Reputation Supported, listing that John WHITTELL 
purchased 50 acres (by the name of South Run) from John MACCUBBIN on 12 Aug. 1738. On 6 
May 1749 Edward GAITHER, son of Edward, sold to John RIDGELY 150 acres, part of the tract 
Gaither's Collection. His wife Sarah GAITHER relinquished dower. On 14 Feb. 1750 [1750/1] 
Edward GAITHER [wife Sarah relinquished dower] sold to Eleanor WHITTLE, widow, 100 acres, 
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part of Freeman's Fancy, adjacent to John WHITTLE's land and the tract Abington." 


On the first census in 1790, we find David Whittle living in Ann Arundel County. By 1800 only an Ann Whittle 
is listed and she is head of household with 3 boys and 3 girls. Researchers have found evidence of a marriage 20 
Dec 1783 between David Whittle and Ann Wood. Ann appears to be a widow by 1800. Two other Whittles are 
found in the state, John Whittle in Frederick County and Zachariah Whittle in Prince George's County. 
Zachariah appears on the census living in Baltimore in 1810 and 1820. There is a marriage record which 
indicates he married Elizabeth Disney 25 Feb 1795. 


The 1810 census lists a Richard Whittle in Baltimore, and in 1820 we find Nicholas Whittle, son of David 
Whittle, in Ann Arundel, Reed (probably Richard) and Jerrimiah in Baltimore and John Whittle in Frederick 
County. 


MISSISSIPPI - 20th State, 10 Dec 1817

The Whittle name first appears in Mississippi on the 1850 census. James Whittle, born about 1800 in Georgia, 
is in Kemper County. There is also a Sarah Whittle living in the household of Thomas Peoples in Choctaw 
County. The origins of these Whittles is presently unknown. 


By 1860 Whittle families have settled in several locations. John D and William Whittle, both born in NC, 
migrated from Pickens County, AL to Calhoun and Carroll Counties about 1852. Richard Whittle, born in SC, 
and his two sons are found in Monroe and Smith Counties. Matthew Whittle, son of George Whittle from TN, 
has settled in Tishomingo County. 


There are 11 Whittle families in various counties by 1870. Matthew and Pryor Lee, sons of George Whittle, are 
in Alcorn and Bolivar. Richard and his son James are in Smith and Kemper. Two NC Whittles, John D and 
Malia are in Calhoun and Kemper. Manly Whittle, age 57 and likely the first son of Elisha Whittle, is in Hinds. 


MISSOURI - 24th State, 10 Aug 1821 


Immediately following the Louisiana Purchase in 1803, St. Louis became the 1st gateway to the 
West via the Missouri River up from Kentucky. Reason: west KY, west TN, and AK were still 
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reserved to Indian until after 1823. It wasn't until about 1838 ( Tippiecanoe Indian Treaty ) that 
safe passage via the Ohio & Indiana came about. Add to this the Illinois Mohawk Indian War of 
1843. Earlier the Osage Indian quashed ideas for settling South Central and Southwest Missouri 
when they contributed to justifying the 1st U S National Cemetery at FT Scott, KS ca. 1810 by 
slaughtering some 600 soldiers. It wasn't until the "Trail of Tear's ca. 1838 Southern Missouri 
opened to settlers the majority of whom were up from TN and AK. Bereft of great rivers and 
blunted by the Oklahoma Indian Territory, Southern Missouri's vast Ozark Mountain hill country 
remained sparsely settled until well after the Civil War.

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The 1840 census is the first to list a Whittle in Missouri. Jno S. Whittle, with a young family, shows up in Saint 
Charles County near St. Louis. On the 1850 census Mary Whittle is listed as head of household, Jno S. is not on 
the census. Mary told the census taker that she was born in Kentucky. Whittle researchers have reported a John 
Whittle as one of the sons of George Whittle. George may very well have lived in Kentucky with his brother 
Robert before he settled in Sevier County, TN; however, many immigrates arrived in St. Louis beginning about 
1838 when the "trail of tears" opened southwest MO for settlers. 


By 1850 there are several Whittle families found in the State. Edmund Whittle, born in Kentucky shows up in 
Saline County with 6 children, all listed as born in KY. Whittle researchers say Edmund's ancestry is Matthew / 
John W. / John W. Jr. (or perhaps Vincent who died from injury in 1810). Wayne Whittle says,"My G-G- 
Grandfather, Edmund brought his family to Missouri in 1844, just in time for the Great Missouri River Flood 
and lost everything." 


In Miller County we find a young Levi Whittle, born in TN. Researchers say that Levi's ancestry is Matthew / 
Joseph / Robert / Joseph C. Our chief MO researcher, Wayne Whittle says that "Joseph C. Whittle (Old Joe) 
moved to Miller County in 1842 and practically all Whittles in central Missouri are descendants of Old Joe. One 
of Joe's sons, Peter J., had 7 male children." There are other Whittles found in the St. Louis area on the 1850 
census, all of whom say they were born in England or Ireland. 


In 1860 we find the same families in Miller and Saline Counties. In this state, so filled with Civil War history, 
Whittles fought on both sides. James Edmund Whittle is listed on the roster of the 9th Regiment, Missouri State 
Militia Cavalry. Wayne Whittle says, "According to my grandfather, who was about 7 yrs old at the time, James 
Edmund went willingly at gun point of the Militia men who recruited him".

Levi Whittle is on the roster of the Osage County Regiment, Missouri Home Guard (Union). Robert Whittle 
served the Confederacy is the 6th Regiment, Missouri Cavalry. According to Wayne Whittle, this Robert 
Whittle is not the eldest son of Edmund. "My Robert Whittle was excused both for reasons of family and 
because he was operating a ‘wood yard' supplying wood to fuel the steam river boats plying up and down the 
Missouri River, many of which were Union." 


CONFEDERATE MISSOURI TROOPS 
6th Regiment, Missouri Cavalry 


6th Cavalry Regiment [also called Southwest Cavalry] was formed during the late spring of 1862. 
Many of its members were from the counties of Barry, Newton, McDonald, Jasper, and Lawrence. 
The unit skirmished in the Indian Territory and Missouri, then was assigned to General Shelby's 
Brigade, Trans-Mississippi Department. It went on to take part in Shelby's raid in Arkansas and 
Missouri, Marmaduke's Expedition into Missouri, and again saw action in Arkansas. The unit 
reported 30 casualties with Marmaduke and 19 at Helena. During the winter of 1863-1864 new 
men joined the command, and it was redesignated the 11th Missouri Cavalry. The field officers 
were Colonel John T. Coffee and G.W. Thompson, Lieutenant Colonel James C. Hooper, and 
Majors George W. Nichols and Moses W. Smith.

NORTH CAROLINA - 12th State, 21 Nov 1789

This note from Jim Whittle was published on Rootsweb.com in 2001. " I believe the earliest records of William 
Whittle in Cumberland County date from about 1754, when Fayettville was know as Cross Creek. He was 
mentioned in several court cases, serving on juries, etc. William's origins are unclear, but the 1750's was near 
the height of the so-called Scotch-Irish migration to NC. William's widow Mariah, in later court documents, 
assumed guardianship of her two children with a John Garner. The Garner's and James Whittle later show up in 
the Deep River area of Randolph County, NC." 
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William died in Cumberland County in 1761 and James in Randolph County in 1824. Both wills are on file at 
the North Carolina State Archives in Raleigh. Many researchers have attempted to find proof that William 
Whittle of NC is related to Matthew Whittle of VA. They both were born ca. 1720-1725. John Fushee Gamer is 
said to have been the father of 11 children from his marriage to Nancy Whittle. After Nancy died, John moved 
to Blount County, TN and had 6 or 7 more children from a 2nd and/or 3rd marriage. Decendents of both John 
Garner and James Whittle should be proud to apply for membership in the Daughters of the American 
Revolution (DAR) based on this pension application found at the National Archives. 


No correct spelling of Whittle is found on the 1790 census and no Soundex search turns up any likely 
candidates in Randolph County. The 1800 census lists Jesse Whittle in Cumberland County and James Whittle 
in Randolph. Only James Whittle is found in 1810 and there are no Whittles listed in Randolph County for 
1820. On the 1830 census we find a John Whittle and a Nancy Whittle as heads of households. 


The sons of James Whittle left Randolph County and moved to Pickens County, AL before 1850. They are 
found in Carroll County, MS by 1860. His grandsons would later become pioneers in Cowlitz County, 
Washington Territory. No evidence has been found that any of the NC Whittles migrated to South Carolina. 


TENNESSEE - 16th State, 1 Jun 1796 


Some researchers are of the opinion that early Tennessee Whittles, who arrived from Virginia, may have been 
involved with the formation of the State of Franklin. 


The State of Franklin was set up in 1784 out of the westerly portion of the colonial state of North 
Carolina. Shortly after the War of Independence the original colonies were asked to pay for the war 
efforts and create a country with a sound financial policy. Since the taxing the population was 
difficult and cash was in short supply North Carolina ceded the western portion of the state to the 
federal coffers. Before the Congress could accept the offer North Carolina withdrew the offer. The 
citizens of the region decided that federal rule in the meantime was probably a good idea since 
North Carolina as a state had given this remote region little support in its fight with the Indians or 
protection from criminal refugees. They saw other benefits as an independent state in terms of 
taxation, representation and an understanding attitude toward local problems. Representatives of 
the North Carolina counties of Sullivan, Washington, Greene, and Davidson accepted the offer of 
cessation to federal territory. The state of Franklin existed for only four years to finally merge with 
the new state of Tennessee. 


This region is centered geographically around the valleys created by the Holston and Clinch Rivers 
in the Cumberland and Appalachian mountains. This rugged territory was a refuge for the frontier 
type before and shortly after the War of Independence. It includes the towns of Knoxville, Bristol, 
and Greenville, Tennessee. Near Greenville is the birth place of Davy Crockett with Bristol on the 
Virginia border as one of the gateway cities into the western territory. 


A convention of delegates (except for Davidson County that sent none) met on August 23, 1784 
and after intense debate they declared these western counties independent of North Carolina on a 
unanimous vote. The statehood vote, however, was by no means unanimous with John Tipton 
leading a minority position. 


Several names were offered for the new state. The name Frankland was proposed since it was 
translatable as "the Land of the Free," however, Franklin was decided upon perhaps for gaining the 
favor of Benjamin Franklin. John Sevier was elected Governor. The convention set the salary of 
the governor at two hundred pounds per annum, the supreme judges at one hundred and fifty 
pounds per annum. There were some interesting regulations created in the new constitution. One 
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set the prices for goods traded and another to set the standard for office holders. Office holders 
could not be any person "if he were immoral, a Sabbath breaker, a clergyman, a doctor or a 


lawyer.” 


Unfortunately Benjamin Franklin was not terribly supportive of his namesake state. When solicited 
by John Sevier for help Franklin wrote, 


"I am sensible of the honor which your Excellencey and your council do me. but being in Europe 
when your State was formed I am too little acquainted with the circumstances to be able to offer 
you anything just now that may be of importance, since everything material that regards your 
welfare will doubtless have occurred to yourselves. " 

He concludes with a statesman like paragraph. I will endeavor to inform myself more perfectly of 
your affairs by inquiry and searching the records of Congress and if anything should occur to me 
that I think may be useful to you, you shall hear from me thereupon." 

(Franklin's letter to Governor John Sevier, 1787) 

North Carolina tried to break up the cession and statehood plans of the people of Franklin since the 
North Carolina had no real intention of releasing this territory. John Tipton, leader of the 
opposition within Franklin, had been responsible for carrying out court judgment orders to seize 
the property of the then Governor John Sevier, including nearly all his slaves. Sevier put together a 
small army of one hundred and fifty men and marched on John Tipton's estate to get back the 
property and perhaps to seize Tipton himself. After a brief siege and a consolidation of Col. 
George Maxwell's forces with Tipton's; Sevier's band was routed with the capture of several 
including two of Sevier's sons. Meanwhile Sevier went on a bold raiding campaign against Indian 
settlements in the western sections of now Tennessee. When he returns to Franklin he is captured 
by Tipton's men and taken to trial. Sevier makes a bold escape at his trial through a second story 
window onto a waiting horse. 

North Carolina regains control of the region in 1788 by pardoning its leaders. Sevier eventually 
learns through all these travails, the manners and fallacies of government. He is elected as a 
Senator in North Carolina. In 1789 North Carolina ceded again the region in the west and Franklin 
became part of Eastern Tennessee in 1796. John Sevier becomes the first Governor of the new state 
of Tennessee. 


Several of my relatives were here during all the governmental changes and show up in documents 
in all three borderings states due to the changing perimeters. Look for the names of Abraham 
Grubb, Stoffel(or Stophel), Varnell, and Weathers. They do not show up in the history books and 
tended to be the very quintessential of the frontiersman or mountain men, staying by the 
themselves and maintaining their independent lives against natural and unnatural adversity.

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Considerable mystery surrounds the origins of Whittle in Eastern Tennessee. Most of it stems from lack of 
evidence as to the father of George, John and Levi Whittle. Most researchers believe him to be Joseph Whittle, 
son of Matthew Whittle, from Virginia. Unfortunately no evidence of a Joseph Whittle in Tennessee history has 
been found, including searching the people involved in the State of Franklin. The preeminent Whittle 
researcher, W.O. Whittle, spent 40 years trying to find his trail, without success, and without knowing 
apparently that Joseph was likely his great grandfather, not John Warren Whittle in Kentucky. We are indebted 
to Charles E. Whittle, Jr., who published this letter 3 Mar 1973, based on his own research. 


Proof is abundant that George, John and Levi Whittle were brothers and that they were born in Virginia. There 
is also some evidence that Robert Whittle, first in Tennessee and later in Kentucky, was also a brother. Ninion 
Whittle, found on the 1810 census in Rutherford County, is a son of John Warren Whittle, brother of Joseph. 
Based on the 1785 Amherst County, VA tax list, Joseph had 9 children. It is possible that they were scattered 
between Tennessee and South Carolina, but no proof to date.

It was common throughout the Southeastern United States to hear the words, "Gone to Texas" or "GTT" for 
short. This letter, from the W.O. Whittle files, pretty much sums it up for us. 


VIRGINIA - 10th State, 25 Jun 1788

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Most researchers agree that the Whittles who were early settlers in Kentucky, South Carolina and Tennessee all 
came from Virginia. The names Whittle, Whittel, Whitel and Whitle appear in Virginia records as early as 
1637. To the best of my knowledge, no one has successfully connected any of these early Whittle immigrants to 
any particular line of English or Irish descent. 


One of the first legal references to Whittle was in May 1719, p. 166, Richmond County, Virginia. Elizabeth 
Whittle vs. John Hightower. 794 Ibs. of crop tobacco due on account. This case continued on into May 1720 at 
which time John Hightower was found guilty and required to pay damages. 


Francis Whittle patented land in Louisa County on branches of Bunches Creek adjoining James Flanagan 
sometime prior to 1747. Based on the will of Francis Whittle, it does not appear that he had any male children. 
His daughter, Serena, married James Flanagan and they lived at Red Hill in Louisa County. On 2 Dec 1747, 
Matthew Whittle was awarded a patent for 400 acres which lay on both sides of the South Fork of the James 
River, along the Hanover-Goochland County line. His land adjoined James Warren, Sr. He paid two pounds 
sterling. The North Fork of the James River is the present day Rivanna River. I suspect that Frances was an 
older brother of Matthew but there is no proof of that. 


On the first US census of 1790, there are Whittles in Maryland, New Hampshire, New York, Rhode Island and 
South Carolina. The Virginia census of 1790 has been lost, but reconstructed tax records list several Whittle 
families. In Amherst County we find John and Joseph Whittle. Proof of these two sons of Matthew Whittle and 
Elizabeth Warren Whittle is based on this transfer of property which Matthew gifted them on 5 May 1777. 


21 Jan 1780. Jno. Whittle & wife Sarah; Matthew Whittle & wife Elizabeth, AC, to Charles 
Wingfield, Sr., Albemarle, for 1000 pds, 400 ac pat. to Matt. Whittle under letters patent and 
Lees(?) under Buffalo Ridge; branch of Rockey Creek and Christian's path to Moses 
Higginbotham's mill. Conveyed by Matt. to his sons, Joseph & John Whittle. Jno. bought 200 ac of 
his bro., Joseph. Lines: Col. Chiswell, Jno. Warren, Peter Joiner, Turer Christian, Elijah Christian. 
Wit: Peter Joyner, Wm Wilday, Charles Warren, Rich. Harper. 


John and Joseph Whittle are last seen paying Virginia taxes in 1785. Researchers have verified that John moved 
to Kentucky. Joseph's path has not been determined. Some believe he made his way to South Carolina, no 
Joseph Whittle is found anywhere else in 1790. Others believe he accompanied his brother to Kentucky and 
then moved into Tennessee, or at least his children did. 


There is some possibility that Joseph was in SC for a brief time. There are four Whittles in the 1790 South 
Carolina census; Jo "Whittel", John Whittle, Jos Whittle and James "Whettel". The 1790 census only lists total 
female counts. Jo Whittel lives a few doors away from John and has 2 males under 16 and 3 females. Jos 
Whittle is on the previous page with 1 male over age 16, 1 male under 16 and 6 females. Jos Whittle has a 
family count close to our Virginia Joseph; however, "Jos" could be "Jas", a common abbreviation of James, or 
there may be two Joseph Whittles. 


The 1800 South Carolina census lists only James and Joseph Whittle living next door to each other. No other 
misspelled Whittles seem likely. The 1800 census gives us some better information about the ages of family 
members. Joseph Whittle has 1 male under 10, 2 males under 16 and 1 male under 26. He is listed as over 45. 
There are 2 females under 10, 2 under 16 and his wife (or possible mother) is over 45. This seems to be the "Jo 
Whittel" from 1790. His birth year can now be guessed at ca.1755. 


Conway Whittle was the second of nine children of James Whittle I] and Mary McNeice of Thistleborough, 
near Glenavy, County Antrim, on the border of Loch Neagh near Belfast, Ireland. He settled in Norfolk, 
Virginia some time after the Peace of 1783, and was followed there and joined in business by his younger 
brother Fortescue about 1802. The relationship between Conway, Fortescue and the other Whittles in the 
Southern States is unknown. No real evidence has been found that their families knew anything about the 
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Whittles that were in VA as early as 1720. Only one clue has been found in their papers that suggests some 
possibility. In a letter sent to W.O. Whittle by Hattie Warren Gayle, dated 25 Jun 1941, she says, "My black 
mammie, who is still living, remembers hearing her father, a servant of the Whittles, talk about Mause Matthew 
Whittle, but I have not been able to trace Matthew Whittle nor Betty Warren. I want to go to the Lunenburg 
Court House and see if I can find anything there." 


On the other hand, from the viewpoint of the other Whittles, several claimed a relationship with Conway and 
Fortescue's children, particularly Lewis Neale Whittle, son of Fortescue. See Other Early Whittles with SC 
Roots. It is interesting to note that these reports are from Whittles that list their birthplaces as South Carolina, 
but can not be connected with the James Burris Whittle lines in SC. Unfortunately there is no evidence of any of 
the other 7 brothers and sisters of Conway and Fortescue in America, although one named Hance was reported 
to have drowned in Norfolk and several have said that a brother James was in the US for a short time, but 
returned to Ireland. Because John and Joseph Whittle left VA before 1790, most of the Whittles found in VA 
beginning with the 1810 census are the children of these two Irish immigrants. By 1850, when birthplaces first 
appear on the census, only one other Whittle is listed as born in any other Southern State.

Soon afterwards a large number of men met at the tavern to see about opening some roads through the country. 
When they were through with the business of the meeting and all had agreed upon the location of the roads to 
be cut — the same, by the way, that cross there now — the Chairman or President of the meeting called out: 
"Let's Mount!" to which was replied: "Willing!" Mr. Smith, who was present, caught the words, and gave the 
place the name of Mount Willing, which name it has borne ever since.”

orrowing a phrase from Margaret Mitchell, 

Benjamin West Crouch, often called the Father of 
Saluda County, wrote that when he first saw Mount 
Willing as a boy, it was “gone with the wind.” 


Mt. Willing: Once a Social Center, 
now “Gone with the Wind” 

When I was a boy long years ago and 
heard people speak of “Mt. Willing,” I had 
the idea it was a town of some importance 
located somewhere unknown to me. 

What was my surprise when about eight 
years of age on a trip to Batesburg with my 
father we came to a cross road near where 
stood an old store building on one side of 
the road, an old-fashioned gin house on the 
other and a short distance away a large two- 
story ante-bellum dwelling in a beautiful 
grove and was told, “Here is Mt. Willing.” 

In later years I was to learn that Mt. 
Willing existed from pre-Revolutionary 
days and that here for a long time preceding 
the War Between the States was the social 
center for all the surrounding community. 
(SIH, 66) 


As B. W. Crouch says, this important population 
center of the late eighteenth and early nineteenth 
century is gone. Its importance and influence are 
gone. It is now a handsome, bucolic area between 
the town of Saluda, South Carolina, and the Saluda 
River, which is the boundary line separating Saluda 
County from Newberry County. Today, one can drive 
six miles east from the center of Saluda to that very 
intersection where once stood the store, the cotton 
gin, and the once impressive “large two-story ante- 
bellum dwelling in a beautiful grove” named Mount 
Willing. 

Mount Willing began as the tavern and the 
plantation home of Jacob Smith in the woods on 
the east side of Richland Creek, but the entire 
area around Smith's home grew in population and 
importance. Mount Willing became more than just 
the site around the house, the store, and later the gin. 
After the Revolution, it became a whole section of 
Ninety Six District and then of Edgefield District. It 
had schools, churches, and stores within its borders 
and a close-knit community of people. The voting 
lists, the church rolls, and the names on wills and 
deeds tell the story of a thriving community. 

Mount Willing was in the path of hostile activity 
between Whigs and Tories during the Revolutionary 
War. American patriots and British loyalists lived 
here side by side. It was a major population center of 


Edgefield District, one of the largest and influential 
districts in the Backcountry. Ten South Carolina 
governors have come from the single district and 
later county of Edgefield, including two from Mount 
Willing. Here you will also find James Butler 
Bonham, one of Saluda County's two heroes of the 
Alamo. The other, William Barret Travis, was born 
a short distance away on Little Mine Creek. John A. 
Chapman, whose book History of Edgefield County 
is the most important work ever written on Old 
Edgefield District, reports this about Mount Willing: 


The history of Edgefield, says a friend, 
J. C. Edwards-who has given me great 
assistance in the preparation of this work, 
is grouped around four important centres, 
Mount Willing, Old Cambridge, or Ninety- 
Six, Edgefield Court House, and Hamburg. 
(HOE, 54) 


The golden era of Mount Willing was that period 
between the Revolution and the War Between the 
States. By the late 1850s, the community of Mount 
Willing was in decline. A newspaper report in 1859 
from an unidentified writer provided a colorful 
description: 


A pleasant drive of three hours the 
other morning, MR. EDITOR, brought me 
and my friend, M. C. B., to Mt. Willing. 
This was a place of some importance many 
years ago; an active trade was carried on 
there, and this was the chief point for the 
business of Saluda; eight hundred votes 
were polled there, and the names of some of 
our first men are intimately associated with 
its history. Around it cluster some pleasing 
reminiscences of days gone by. It is now 
almost in ruins, and its only attraction is the 
battalion Muster which occurs there every 
Spring. 


When Saluda County was formed out of Edgefield 
County in 1895, Emory, a part of the Mount Willing 
community, vied for the county seat. The area around 
Red Bank was ultimately chosen by the citizens of the 
county, however, and this choice seems to have been 
the final blow for Mount Willing as a community of 
influence. 

The community of Mount Willing is centered

15-4. This store at Dennys crossroads on Highway 194 is still standing today. According to Davenport 
Padgett, it is like the two-story store building which stood at Mount Willing for over 100 years and finally 
burned sometime between 1904, when Zonnie Dean clerked there, and 1914 when Davenport Padgett moved 
there with his father and brothers. 


Carrie Herlong Boyd’s sister Susan Herlong Bodie. 
Carrie Bodie married Sherard Wightman. When she 
died, the Boyds raised her daughter, Anna Wightman. 
Frank Boyd's nephew Guernie Boyd also lived with 
him and Carrie for a long time while Anna was there. 
In their old age, Guernie had a custom of calling Anna 
from California, and they would reminisce about their 
past in that old house. 

Anna inherited the house and land from Carrie 
Herlong Boyd, and she and her husband, Frank 
Matthews, and their children and heirs owned the 
house until her grandson Edwin Matthews gave it to 
the Saluda County Historical Society. 

When Anna Wightman Matthews died, her 
heirs gave Frank Boyd's 1851 ledger from the Mount 
Willing store to Davenport Padgett, who gave it 
to his daughter Bela Herlong. This ledger gives an 
accounting of all the men and women who owed 
money at Mount Willing store during the year 1851 
when Frank Boyd was the clerk.

Mount Willing Store Ledger Accounts 

‘The accompanying list contains all the names 
in the ledger. Jacob B. Smith’s debt of $530.08 was 
by far the greatest amount owed. Because Jacob B. 
Smith owned the Mount Willing Place and the Mount 
Willing store in 1851, it is logical that he would let his 
bill run up. Most of the customers did not let their 
bill go over $30.00. The spelling used below is that in 
the ledger. Whether the spelling in the ledger was the 
way the people spelled their own names or whether 
the spelling is that of the clerk, W. Frank Boyd, is not 
known. The names are rearranged in alphabetical 
order.

SECESSION AT MOUNT WILLING 


From the History of Edgefield County by John A. Chapman, 1897. 


"When the State seceded, December 20th, 1860, the cannon of rejoicing that were fired at Hamburg were heard 
as far as Mount Willing, and even beyond. The cannon fired at Charleston, during the bombardment of that city 
by the Federals, were heard very nearly as far as Ninety-Six; but they were of much larger calibre than those at 
Hamburg. A few days after the passage of the Ordinance of Secession, the lower battalion of the Tenth 
Regiment was assembled at Mount Willing and a company of volunteers was formed to go into service. David 
Denny, the same man who commanded a company during the Seminole war, was elected captain. 
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This day will always be remembered in the history of that battalion. A beautiful flag, attached to a rope 
stretched from the top of the storehouse to the limb of a large oak, was waving in the air. The ladies, carried 
away by the enthusiasm of the time, waved their handkerchiefs and cheered their friends and relatives as they 
volunteered; while the band kept up a continual strain of music; and the militia officers paraded and swore at a 
fearful rate, as fully as terribly as ever our army did in Flanders. Aunt Fannie Smith, a free colored woman, who 
sold ginger-cakes and beer at musters, did a great business that day. 


Thomas L. Smith was the Colonel of the Tenth Regiment of militia. When a hundred men had enlisted and 
enrolled themselves, Miss Lizzie Dozier, who, after the close of the war, married Captain Charlton, presented 
them their flag. J. C. McElroy received it and assured the ladies that he would carry it from the Potomac to the 
Rio Grande, if necessary. He did his best during the war. He carried it beyond the Potomac, and his heroic dust 
now lies beneath the soil, or mingled with it, of one of the famous battle fields of Maryland. Several other 
companies were formed and went to the front. The names, as far as it is possible to procure them, of all, both 
officers and men, who went from the county, with the casualties, will be given before I close. "

Lowndes County, Alabama 


"Seems like when he was heading out back ova’ heah ‘round the first of March, he found about ten wagonloads 
of folks wandering ‘round in circles as he said, trying to find the right trail to Alabama. They was a buncha 
farmers from ova’ close to y’all. A place called Mt. Willing, somewhere close to the Saluda River. Seems they 
didn’t have no leader a’tall. They were trying to get ova’ to the land they’d bought from the Alabama Company 
of South Ca’lina. When Theo Y. told them he’d made the trip there and back and knew where their land was, 
they offered to pay him ten dollars a wagon to take charge and lead ‘em ova’ heah. Well, Theo Y. had ‘em 
settled ova’ on the other side’n the river ‘fore May in 1820. They named their new settlement ‘Mt. Willing’ 
after their old village in South Ca’lina. We sho’ was a bunch a’ happy folks when he came a’ ridin’ back in the 
yard on May Ist." 


"Oh, I forgot to mention, I had a man come up from Mobile to set up one a’ them cotton gins for me. It takes 
four Negroes and two oxen to operate it, but with what it was costing me to drive that bulk cotton twenty-five 
miles to get it ginned, I figgered it paid for itself the first year." 
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"Now, all we gotta do is pick it, gin it, float it down to tha’ mouth a’ tha’ creek and load it on one a’ them big 
paddle wheel steamboats headed for Mobile. They’s a boat going up the river one’st a week now and headed 
back to mobile one'st a week. Theo, I ain’t never seen such a big boat in all a’ my born days. Last year, in 
September 1821, I got a hankering to ride that thing, so I rode down to Mobile with a load a’ my cotton. They 
put me in a fancy room and fed me like a king all the way down there and back. 


Talking ‘bout that trip reminds me, on the way back up the river, we stopped at a place called Ft. Claiborne to 
pick up some folks headed upriver. I met one of ‘em, called hisself Dan Sullivan. He had a young wife with ‘im. 
She looked to be ‘round seventeen or eighteen, at least ten years younger than him. Said they just got married. 
His wife was Jennie Griffin ‘fore they got married there in Ft. Claiborne. The subject got ‘round to South 
Ca’lina. Said he was from up ‘round Abbeville. Said he was born and raised along Cuffeetown Creek. He told 
me he and his brother, James, came ova’ here in 1815, but his brother died from the fever ‘bout a year ago. 
When I told him I had kinfolk ova’ ‘round Edgefield, he said ‘Wouldn’t be a man named Theophilus, would it?’ 
Well, when I heard that, I liked a’ dropped my teeth. He proceeded to tell me ‘bout y’all’s cheese and cracker 
dinner at the blacksmith’s place back in 1815. He said if I eva’ wrote to you, to tell you ‘bout our meeting. He 
and Jennie bought two hundred forty acres ova’ ‘round that new settlement called Mt. Willing.”

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RED HILL 


Located south of Route 22 on the west side of 
Route 15 near the waters of Hudson's and Bunch’s 
Crecks, Red Hill has the distinction of having 
remained in the same family since the original 
18th-century land grant, The house stands on a 
portion of the 400 acres of land which King George 
Tl granted to James Flanagan in 1747. James had 
received other land grants in the area, and he does 
not appear to have lived on this 400-acre tract. He 
married Serena Whitde, daughter of Frances and 
Sarah Whittle; and when he died in 1752, he left 
his estate to his wife for life. After Serena's death 
the property was divided among their three sons, 
Ambrose, James, and Whittle, each of whom 
received 133 1/3 acres of the 400-acre land grant 

Whittle and his wife, Judith Flanagan, evidently 
made their home and raised a large family at Red’ 
Hill, on che 133 1/3-acre portion of his inheritance. 
In 1823 Whittle deeded 100 acres of his home place 
to three of his daughters, Susanna, Ann (‘"Nancy'’) 
H., and Elizabeth Flanagan; and in 1829 he and 
Judith deeded the remainder of the 133 1/3 acres, 
including Red Hil, to Elizabeth and Ann. 

In 1830 Elizabeth Flanagan married Ambrose F. 


Bellamy, and in 1835 Ann married Benjamin W 
Bellamy. Ann apparently died without issue, and 
Elizabeth eventually acquired sole possession of Red 
Hill. She resided there for many years, and in 1873, 
after her husband's death, she deeded the property 
to their daughter, Julia, who was to provide a home 
for her there in her old age. Julia had married Lewis 
Anderson Walker in 1859, and in 1911 she deeded 
the old house to their daughter, Ida Julia Walker, 
who had married Thomas Jefferson Barton in 1905. 
In 1964 Ida conveyed Red Hill to two of her 
children, Ruby Elizabeth Barton and Graham Lee 
Barton, who married Catherine (‘Katie’) May 
Wills. Ruby and Graham, along with their nice, 
Barbara Jean Barton Ward, daughter of Frederick 
Anderson and Mary Katherine Hoffman Barton, 
still own the old home today 

Red Hill is a well-preserved, story-and-a-half 
frame dwelling constructed over a partially raised 
brick basement. It has a gabled roof with three 
dormer windows, massive, free-standing, brick end 
chimneys, a small, four-columned front portico, 
and six-over-six windows on the first floor.

".,,and keeping the Tories in check in the...Barnwell and Orangeburg, that at this time he 
volunteered for six months and served out his time, that he afterwards volunteered under Capt 
Sterling Turner and marched to Augusta, that he was at the taking of Browns Fort in June 1781, 
that under said officer he served six months, that after his return home, he again volunteered under 
Capt Mike Watson, for six months, that during this period that he was at the Battle of Eutaw 
Springs, that he was at the engagement at Dean Swamp, when Capt Watson was killed, that the 
company was then taken command by Capt William Butler, that he was in company when 
Cunningham and his party, in November 1781, all died and massacred Capt Turner and his 
company, and that he afterwards volunteered under Capt William Butler for six months and served 
the tour in active service and continued afterwards under his command so long as it was a company 
to keep up a military force.
